Butthis worthy man was not over- | 


come by torment, but ſuffered asthough he had been in a fleep : and 
fixing his venerable eyes upon Heaven, he knew in whom he believed, 


andto whom he ſacrificed his life, and beholding the fleſh on each fide 


of his body rent and torn, and the bloud iſſuing our abundantly, he 
admired his own pati:nce, and thanked God the author of it: At laſt 
finding his own t:ailty , ſcarce able ro endure ſuch torments, be fell 
upon his face, which with ſtripes was all rent, and torne, fiill glorify- 
ing God, as he did before: Thena ſouldier to gratifie the King like a 
mad man, did ſpurn, and tread upon him, to encreaſe his rorments : 
bur EleaFer ſtrong in body and minde, like a Champion of the true 


God did never ſhrink at thoſe pains, but by patience overcame the cru- 


elty of histormentors, ſo that his torturers admired that he ſhould be 
able ro bear them : Then the Kings Officers ſaid, How long wilt thou 


forbear to obey the King ? eat Swines-fleſh and free thy ſelf from all that thou 


endureft. EleaFer,though hitherto hehad been ſilent in all his torments,

Then the Apoſtle, after he had promiled and 
ured him that he ſhould obrain pardon of our Saviour, falling 
upon his knees, he praied for him, kiſſing his murthering right hand, 
which for ſhame he durſt notſhew before, and then brought him back 
to the Congregation, where he faſted and praied continually tor him, 
comforted and confirmed him with many Scripture-promilſes, and left 
' him nor, till he had reſtored him ro his former Office, and made-him a 
oreat example of Gods mercy.to repentant finners. | 
In this Perſecution Simeon Biſhop of Feraſalem, after many tor- | 
ments, was crucified to death : and an innumerable company of Mar- 
tyrs ſuffered for the like teſtimony of the Lord Jeſus, amongſt whom | 
was Flavia the daughter of Flavins Clemens, a Roman Senator and 
Conſul, who amongſt many others was baniſhed into the Ifle of 
Pontia. | | 
This Lawalſo was made by the Roman Senate, Non debere demitti 
Chriſtianos, qui ſemel ad tribunal veniſſent, niſi propoſitum mutent, that 
Chriſtians ſhould not be let go, that were once brought before the 
Tribunallſear, except they renounced their Religion. Yea that which 
ſtirred up rhe Emperour more to perſecute the Chriſtians, were thoſe | 
abominable lies, and malicious {landers raiſed againſt them by the 
| Heathen 1dolaters, as that they were a people thar lived in inceſt, that | 
in their nightly meetings, putting our the candles, they ran together | 
inall filthy manner : that they tilted their own children, and uſed to 
eat mans fleſh: thar they were ſeditious and rebellious, and refuſed to 
{wear by the fortuneof Ceſar; and would not adore his Image inthe 
Market place, and in brief, that they were pernicious to the Roman 
| Empire : Yea whenſoever any thing happened amiſſeto the City of 
Rome, or to her Provinces, either by famine, peſtilence,carthquakes, 
warres, unſcaſonable weather, &c. it was preſently impured to the 
Chriſtians. Beſides alſo there were a number of wicked promoters, 
and accuſers, rhar for lucre's ſaketo have the poſleflions of the Chri- 
ftians, accuſed and perſecured them to the death. Alſo when the 
Chriſtians were brought before the Magiſtrates, they gave them an 
oath, requiring them to declare thetruth, whether they were Chrifti- 
ans or no, and if they confeſſed, then by the law.,ſentence of death was 
paſſed againſt them. Yet were not theſe Tyrants content by deatis to 
deſtroy their bodies,bur the kindes of death were divers and horrible ,

Chriſt,ſuftered moſt cruel puniſhments and rormenrs,eſpecually in 4/a 
and France, amongſt whom was Pelycarp Biſhopaf Smyrus, wha was 
burntar a ſtake at S-1yrns, together with twelve others that came from 
Philadelphia. Allo Germanicws a young wan, did moſt conſtantly pers 
ſevere inthe Doctrine of Chriſt, whom when the Proconſul of Aſis 
deſired ro remember his age, and to faypur himſelf, he would by no 


| arrertes be withdrawn from his ſtedfaſtneſſe,: bur remaining conſtant, 


was thrown to the wilde beaſt, whom he allured and provoked to 
_ him, and to devour him, thar he might be the mare ſpee- 
dily delivered out of this wretched life. -Alſo' mthis perſecution ſuf- 
fered Metrodors a Miniſter, who was conſumed by fire; and Pionins, 
who after much boldneſfle ef ſpeech, with his Apologies exhibired, 


and after much relieving and comforting ſuch as were in priſons and 
 diſtreſſe, ar laſt was put tocruel rorments, and then burned in the fire. 
Alſo at Pargamopols in Aſia, ſuffered Carpas, Papilusand Azathenice, a

Yet heredid not the rage of theenemies ceaſe; for when the Chri- 
ſtians were caſt into priſon, they were ſhut up in dark and ugly dun- 
geons,and drawn by the feet jn a rack,even unto the fifth hole : Some of 
them were ſtrangled and killed in theprifons ; others remaining in pri- 
ſon, deſtitute of all humane help, were ſo ſtrengthened by rhe Lord, 
both in body and minde, that they were a great comfort tothe reſt : 
The younger ſort, whoſe bodies had not yer felt the laſh of the whip, 


under the ſame.

ked in gorgeous aray ; and withall they had ſuch a redolent ſmell.,as if 
they had been anointed with tome ſweet balm: by which fights the 
reſt were confirmed, and being apprehended,confeſſed Chriſt withour 
any ſtaggering. 

The martyrdom of the Saints was of divers kinds, as the offering to 
Goda garland decked with ſundry kinds of colours and flowers, 


Maturns, Attalus, and Blandina, were again brought forth to the 


publike ſcaffold, where Maturs and SantZws [uffered again all manner 
of rorments, as it they had ſuffered nothing before : They were ſcour-

| LVthe Chriſtians, which was firſt occaſioned by reaſon ofthe trea- 
ſures of the Emperour, which were committed to F abian the Biſhop of 
| Rome, whothereupon, by the command of Decz#s, was put to death, 
| and moreover his Proclamations were ſent into all quarters, that all 
which profeſſed the name of Chriſt, thould be ſlain. In the time of 
this Perſecution 0rizez ſuffered many and great torments for the cauſe 
of Chriſt, by rackings, dungeons,e7c. 3 

Nicephorus, who writeth of this Perſecution under Decims, decla- 
reth the horriblenes of it to beſo great, and ſo many Martyrs to ſuffer, 
| That, ſaith he, it is as eaſie to number the ſands of the ſea, as to ſet down 
| the names of all thoſe whom this perſecution did devour. 

Alexander Biſhop of Hieruſalem, who was very aged, having go- 
verned the Church fourty years, was from thence carried to Czſarea, 
| where after a bold and conſtant confeſſion of his faith, made before 
the Judge, he was caſt into priſon, and there died. Babilas Biſhop of 

Antioch alſo diedin priſon, and fourty virgins were martyred there 
ſpe thattime.

thus fall away, yet others there were whom neither fear nor pain could 
removefrom their ſtedfaſtneſle, but they continued glorious Martyrs 
ro the end. :

And to further his deſign, he by ſubtilty allured to him three or four 
holy men that had been Confeſfors : Then he entiſed three weak Bi- 
ſhops tharlived in 7taly, ro come to Rowe, and there perſwaded them 
by impofing hands upon him, to make him Biſhop; for which, two 
of them afterwards were ſuſpended, and the third upon his repentance 
was readmitted. Novat being thus madea Biſhop, grew proud, and | 
ſought by all means to wirhdraw the people from Cornelia to himſelf; 
ea he made many of them to ſwear that rhey would not leave him to 
20 to Cornelius. But the holy Confeflors before mentioned, when 
they perceived the crafty ſubtilry of Novatus, lett him, and much | 
grieving for their fin, were reconciled to Cornelius again. Novatus held

yet could never be readmitred into the Church of Chriſt again. To} 
ſuppreſle this errour,there was a Synod called at Rox of fixty Biſhops, | 
Anno 255: who condemned it. 

Cyprian allo relates of Auretias, a godly and valiant young man,

unto the death. feos 


Bur Decrus the author of this Perſecution, eſcaped not the revenging 
| handef God, for warring againſt the G#ths, and being overcome by } 
them, leaſt he ſhould fall into their hands, he leaped with his horſe 
into a whirlpit, where he was drowned, and his body was never found | 
after. Yea God avengedrthe bloud of his Saints upon the whole Ro- | 
an Empire, by ſending a generall plague of peſtilence upon it, which | 
continued ten years together ; and Diozyſias {aith,” that in Alexandria, 
where he was Biſhop, there was ſcarce any houfe clear; and though 
ſome Chriſtians died in this plague, yet it fell moſt heavy upon the 
Gentiles. The Chriſtians alſo inthis plague ſhewed much brotherly 
love each to other, by viſiting, comforting and relieving one another. 
W hereas the Idolaters, being ftricken with extream fear ofthe plague, 


be devoured of dogs and wilde beaſts ; ſome they ler die in their hou-

other Miniſters were baniſhed: others were put +tto the metrall- Mines, | 
to whom Cyprian wrote an Epiltle conſolatcry , wherein he wiites 
thus; Wonrds aud ſcarres are an 0rnument to 4 Chriftans bref : fach us 
bring nvt ſhame, but honoureth them before the Lord:, and thoughinthes 
Mines there be no beas for their boates toreſt on, yet they have reftinChriſt ; 
and though their weary bones lie on the cold ground, yet it's no pain to lie_ 
with Chriit. Their feet are fcttered with chains, but he is bound of man, 
whom the Lord Chriſt doth looſe, he lies tied in the ftocks whoſe feet thereby 
are mate ſwifter to run 10 heaven ;, nether can any maniie a Jan aver [0 
faſt, but he runs ſo much the faſter for his earlaxd of life.

After the death of Gallus and Yoluſranus, there ſucceeded 7 alerianms , 
who ceaſed the Perſecution, and carried himſelf exceeding friendly 
tro the Chriſtians; ſo that his whole Court was repleniſhed with holy 


' God. But the devil envying the peace of the Church, by the means 
of an Eezyptian Enchanter (who was hindered from doing his feats, 
by the preſence of the Chriſtians ) ſtirred up the Emperour againſt 
them, who grew to ſuch impiety himſelf, that he ſacrificed young 
infantsto his Idols,quartered their bodies, divided the intrails of young | 
children new born,e#c. as hereafter follows. |

Churches, and ſtill daily conſumes us, ariſeth chiefly from our own 
wickedneſſe, while we walk not inthe way of the Lord, nor obſerve 
his precepts as we ought, whilſt we are full of lucre, pride, emulation, | 
diſſention, void of ſimplicity and faithfull dealing, renouncing the - 
world in word, but notin deed, every man pleaſing himſelf, and dil- 
pleaſing others; and therefore we are thus worthi'y ſcourged: For 
what ſtripes do we not deſerve, when the conteſſors themſelves do 
keepno diſcipline © g&#c. Concluding, Nox veniſſent frairibus hec mala, 
fs in unum fr aternit as fuiſſet animata : Theſe evils had not happened to 
the brethren, if they had joined together in brotherly unanimity, A 
little before this Perſecution began, God by a viſion revealed it to 
Cyprian, ſaying to him, Be quiet and of good comfort, for peace will 
come ; albeit a little ſtay there is fora while, tor that lome remain yet | 
to beproved and tried,e7c. | 
" The crimesand accuſations that were laid to the charge of the Chri- | 
ſtians, by the perſecutors, were, that they refuſed tro worſhip Idols, 
and the Emperours; and that they profeſſed the name of Chriſt : Yer | 
beſides,all the calamiries and evils that happened in the world, as wars, 
famine, peſtilence, es. were imputed only to the Chriſtians : Bur 
Cyprian and Tertullian confuting thoſe {landers, proved that the ſpeci- 
all cauſe of all thoſe miſeries which befell che Empire, proceeded 
from the cruel ſhedding of the innocent bloud of the Chriſtians. In 
this Perſecution, Cyprian was at laſt condemned to have his head cur |

and gatthe Crown. Neither to this day doth the Preſident ceaſe cru-

'rothem: yet God with the daily reſort of the brethren doth comfort

In Tyre certain Chriſtians were given to moſt cruel wilde beats, 
which would not hurt them; andthe Lions, Bears and Leopards,which 
were kept hungry for the purpoſe, would not touch them : Yet did 
they vehemently rage againſt thoſe chat brought the Chriſtians into | 
the ſtage, who though-they- ſtood, as they thoughr, without their 
reach, yer were they caught and devoured by them. Afterwards theſe 
Martyrs were ſlain with the ſword, and caſt into the ſea. 

Silvanns Bithop of Gazenſjs, with thirty nine more, were ſlain in 
the Mertall-mines. Pamphilas of Cefarea, died a glorious Martyr. 

In Syria, all the chief Paſtors were firſt caſt into priſon, together 


with the Biſhops, Elders and Deacons: Tiramon was thrown into

the ſea. Zenobius a Phyſitian was ſlain with brickbats.  _. . 
| Art ..4ntioch two young maidens were thrown intothe ſea. Alſo 
an aged Matron, and her two beaurifull daughters, being ſought alter, 
and ar laſt found, rather then they would be drawn to the 1acrifice, 
threw themſelves headlong into a river. Sylvanus Biſhop of Emifia, 
with ſome others were thrown to the wilce beaſts, 

The Chriſtians in Meſopotamia were tormented divers waies: Some 
of them were hanged up by the feer, and with.the {moak ofa ſmall 
fire ſtrangled. So outragious was the Emperour in the. beginning of 
rhis Perſecution, that in Nzcomediahe flew the chiefeſt Princes of his 
Court, whom a little before he prized as his own children, 

Alſo one Peter was hoiſted up naked, and fo beaten, and torn with 
whips, that his bones might be ſeen : then they poured upon him falr 
and vinegar, and laſtly rofled him with a ſoft fire. Dorothews and Gor. 
gonizs, men of great authority under the Emperour, aſter divers tor- | 
ments were ſtrangled with an halter. 4Anthimus Bilhop of Nicomedia, 
with divers others, having made a good confeſſion, were beheaded. 
Yea Sercnathe wite of Dzocleſian the Emperour, was martyred for her 
Keligion. Some others were bound hand and foot to a poſt, and 
ſo burnt. | 

Alſo many Chriſtians of all ages and ſorts, being mer together in 
a Church, to celebrate the memoriall of Chriſts nativity, Mzximian 
rhe Emperour ſent ſometo fire the Church, and burn themall : Bur 
' firſt they commanded a cryerto proclaim, that whoſoever would have 
life, ſhould come our and ſacrifice to Fapiter, otherwiſe they ſhould 
beall burnt: Then one ſtepping up boldly, in the name of all the reſt, 
ſaid, Weareall Chriſtians, and believerhat Chriſt is our only God 
and King, and we will ſacrifice to none but him: Hereupon the fire 
was kindled, and ſome thouſands of men, women and children were 
burnt in that place. 

In Arabia many Martyrs were ſlain with axes. In Phrygiathe Em- 
perour ſent his Edicts roa City, commanding them to ſacrifice to the 
Idols: but the Major, and all the Citizens profeſſed themſelves to be 
Chriſtians ,, whereupon the Emperour made his Army environ the 
City, and fetit on fire, whereby all the inhabirants were burnt toge- 
ther init. bs | 

Euflratins an Armenian, and $kilfull in the Greek tongue, highly 
honoured and advanced by the Emperour, who allo had executed : 
many Chriſtians; beholding rhe marvellous conſtancy of the Martyrs, 
privately learned the Chiiſtian Religion, burned exceedingly with a 
defire of Martyrdom, and not ſtaying for accuſers, profeſſed himſelf 
| to be a Chriſtian, openly execrating the vanity and madnefle of the 
| heathens, Being therefore apprehended, he wastied up, and bitter| 
| beaten; afterwards he was parched with fire put to his bowels, then 
 baſted with ſalt and vinegar, then ſcraped and bemangled with ſharp 
| cutting ſhels, that his whole body ſeemed to be but one wound, yerat-| 
terwards, through Gods goodneſle, it was reſtored again whole. And 
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| ments moſt cruellto be thought of : Some were bound to the boughs of 


| axes, ſome choaked with ſmoak over a ſlow fire, ſome had their hands,

In Alexandria, Peter the Biſhop, and his Deacons, conſtantly ſuf- 
fered Martyrdom : as alſo many other Biſhops in Zgypr, together 
with many famous and excelleht men, ſuffered abour the ſame time. 

A whole legion of Chriſtian ſouldiers, that lay ar Thebes in Zeyp:, 
under their Chriſtian Col. Mauritis, becauſe they refuſed to facri- 
fice to Idols, were firſt tithed over by the Emperours command, once, 
and again and afterwards,by the exhortation of Mazrjtizs, they dicd all 
together conſtant Martyrs. | 

The perſecution raged not only in 4ſ;aand Africa, but alſo in Italy, 
France, Spain, &Cc. in all which countrics an innumerable company of 


Chriſtians were martyred by ſundry kindes of death. In Trevers were 


ſo many Chriſtians {lain, that their bloud ran like ſmall brooks, and | 


diſcoloured great rivers: yet this ſufficed not the Tyrant, bur he ſent 
abroad his horſemen to command all thofe which had apprehended 
any Chriſtians, immediatly.to put them to death, 

At Colle alſo, and in Rhetia many were martyred : yea, this perſe- 


cution extended into our By/tay, where all the Chriſtians were put to | 


death. SD Hg In, | 
Beſides the kindes of death, the puniſhments were ſo great and hor- 
rible, as no tongue is able to expreſle : as whippings, ſcourgings, rack- 


| 


ings, horrible icrapings, ſword, fire, ſhipboars, whereinto many were | - 


put and ſunk intorhe fea: Alſo hanging upon croſſes, binding ſome to 
the bodies of trees with thetr heads hanging downward, hanging others 
by the middle upon gallowles till they died of hunger : throwing 0- 
thers alive to Lions, Bears, Leopards, wilde Buls, &c. Pricking others 
with bodkins and talons of beats till they were almoſt dead. 

In Thebaide, they hanged up women naked by one of their feer,the reft 
of their body hanging downwards, with many other ſorts of puniſh- 


trees, and hadtheir members torn aſunder, others were mangled with 


ears, and feet cut off, others were ſcorched and broiled upon coals, yet 
not to death, but had the torment renued every day.

Becauſe faith he every man might torment the holy Martyrs as he 
liſted, ſome beatthem with cudgels, ſome with rods, ſomewith whips, 
ſome with thongs, ſome with cords, ſome having their hands bound 
behinde them, were lifted up on timber-logs, and with certain inſtru- 
ments had their members and joints ſtrerched out, where their bodies 
hanging, were ſubjeed tothe will of the tormentors, who were com-

rorment : and theſe rorments endured all day long ; the Judge com- 
manding thatthey ſhould not be Jet down, till either bythe extremity 
of torment, or bythe cold, they werenear death; and then they were 
let down, and haled upon the gronnd. PRA 
They deviſed alſo another greater torment, for when the Chriſtians 
were lamentably beaten, they had a new kinde of rack, wherein they 


that their ſufferings cannot be imagined what they were: In the midſt 
of which torments ſome died, their enemies being confounded with 
their ſingular patience. : 

Some halt dead were thruſt into priſons, where, with their wounds 
and pain they ended theirlives: Others being cured of their wounds, 
were again put to their choice, whether they would ſacrifice to the 
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Courage and

wearied.

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Idols, and bave their liberty, or have the ſentence of death paſſe upon | 
them, who did willingly chuſe death for Chrifts ſake, rather thento 
fin againſt him. 

In Nicomeaia, a Chriſtian pulling down, and tearing the Emperors 
Edit, was ſtript and beaten till the bones appeared, and then waſhed | 


ſtanding the horribleneſſe of theſe tortures, rhe Chriſtian Martyrs 
were ſo farre from being diſmaied, that they were confirmed and 
ſtrengthened thereby, merrily and joytully undergoing wharſoever 
was inflicted upon them, 

Enſcbius ſaith, that himſelf ſaw the cruel Perſecution in Thebaide—, 
where the {words of the Perſecutors were blunted with the great 
ſlaughter of the Chriſtians, and they ſat down with wearineſleto reſt 
them, whilſt others took their places. Yer ſtill the Chriſtians ſhewed 
cheir willingneſle, and with courage, joy and ſmiling, received their 


Hymns of praiſe to God. 

In Alexandriathe holy Martyrs led with the love of better rewards, 
did not only bear the menaces of the cruel ſouldiers, wherewith they 
threatned them, bur alſo whatſoever torments they could deviſe for 
their deſtruction : Yea, faith S»/piziws, then the Chriſtians with more 


| back, for which they were excommunicated by the Church. 
Damaſus and others witneſle, that there were flain in thirty daies, 
ſeventeen thouſand perſons, beſides a great number that were con- 


demned to the Metall-mines and quarries, with the like cruelty.

Then they tollowed the Imperiall army into France}, | 
and when they were come thither, cMaximian offered ſacrifice to the 
devils, and called all his ſouldiersro the fame, ſtrictly charging them } 
to fight againſt his enemies, and againſt the Chriſtians which were | | 
enemies ro his gods. Thele Chriſtian Thebaxs reſolved rather to die, | 
then to ſacrifice, or to bear arms againſt the Chriſtians, wherewith | 
tne 'Tyrant being enraged, commanded every tenth man of the legion | 
tO be put tothe {word ; hereupon they {trove who ſhould ſubmittheir | 
necks tothe ſiroke. Mauricius encouraged them greatly hereunto, and 
being called beforethe Emperour, he ſaid ; We 0 Emperour, your ſonl- 
aters, and yet the ſervants of God, owe thee ſervice of warre, but to him 
inuocency ;, of thee we receive wages, but of hm life; therefore we cannot 
obey thee to deny God our Lord and yenrs alſo, will ye, nil ye : We are ready 
to obey you, if you enforce us not to diſobey him : Otherwiſe we will rather 
obey him then you : We offer here our hands againſt any other enemies, but 
to defile our hands with the bloud of innocents, we may not : Theſe hands of | 
ours have 5kil to fight againſt wicked enemies, but not to murther godly. | 
friends, &c.

When Diocleſian and Maximian, notwithſtanding all the flaughter 
whichthey made, ſaw the number of Chriſtians rather increaſed then 
diminiſhed, ſo that they were out of all hope of utter rooting them our, 
and having now even their fill of bloud, they ceaſed ar laſt of their 
| own accord from putting any more Chriſtians to death : Yet ofa great 

multitude, rhey thruſt our their right etes, and maimed their right 
| legs atthe ham, 11th a ſearing iron, condemning them to the Metall- 
mines, not ſo much fortheir labour, as defirousto afflict them there- 
by : and ſo having reigned together about one and twenty years, Di- | 
oclefian diveſted himlelf of the Imperiall dignity, and lived a private | 
life, andthe like did Maximian allo, refigningthe Ewpire to Galeriius 
Maximinus,and Conſt antins. 
 Maximinus was of acruel nature, a great enchanter, vicious in his 
life, anda great enemy to the Chriſtians, and therefore continued the 
| Perſecution of them, yer at length was revoked from his cruelty by 
the juſt judgement of God upon him ; For he was ſuddenly taken with 
an horrible and filthy diſeaſe, which firſt began outwardly in his fleſh, 
and then proceeded more inwardly : his privy members putrified with 
a botchy corrupt boil, and a fiſtula conſuming, and earing up his en- 
trails, whence ſwarmed forth an infumerable company of lice, with 
ſuch a peſtiferous ſtink, that no man could abide him : he being alſo 
very groſle, his far putrified, and ſtank intollerably ; and becauſe his 
| Phyfitians could not abide the ſtink, he commanded them to be ſlain: 
| others of them, becauſe they could not cure his incurablediſeaſe, he put 
to cruel deaths. 

Ar laſt being told that his diſeaſe came from God, he began to be- 
think himſelf of all the cruelty which he had ſhewed to the Saints, 
confeſſed his offences to God, and gave command thart the Perſecuti- 
on againſt the Chriſtians ſhovld ceaſe; requiring his O ficers likewiſe 
to re-edifie their Temples, and requeſting them ro pray to their God | 
for him. | 

This Edi& much comforted and refreſhed rhe Chriſtians, who | 
thereupon gathered together in every City, called their Synods and 
Councels; yea the Infidels themſelves extolledand magnified the true 
God of the Chriſtians. 

Bur this Tyrant Maximinws ſcarce ſuffered this peace to continue 
fix moneths together, bur he forbad the Chriſtians to meet, and 
privately Rirred up the Athenians to petition him that none of them 
might be ſuffered to live in their City : Alſo a conjurer in 4rhens made 
an Image of Fupiter, which uttered theſe words, Fapiter commandeth 
the Chriſtians to be bani(hed out of this City and ſuburbs, becauſe they are 
enemies t0 him. Allo certain harlots were ſuborned to ſay, thar the 
formerly were Chriſtians, and privy to the wicked and laſciviousaQs 
which they exerciſed amongſt themſelves, upon Sabbath daics, (&c, 
| And thereupon the Emperour commanded that they ſhould pur them 

to: death by all means poſſible, Then did the Perſecution grow as 
great as ever it was, and the Governours of every Province £1 upon | 
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the Chriftians, baniſhing ſome, and pitting othersto death. TY 
| Sivan Biſhop of Emiſia, @ very old man, and three others with | 

| him, were condemned to death, So was Lacia#ws, an Elder at Aari- ecmy 
| och. At Alexandria, Peter the Biſhop was beheaded. @uirinus Bis | 2eter- 
ſhop of Sceſcanws had an handmill tied about his neck; and was thrown | Vn 
headlong into a river, where yet he floted a great while, exhorting the 
| lookers on not to be diſmaied with his puniſhment, and ſo with much | 
adoe, was at laſt drowned. 

At Rome, many Biſhops, Miniſters and E'ders were put to death, 
In ſundry other places very many others ſuffered Martyrdom with fire, | Crucll tors 
wilde beafts, drowning in the Sea, ec. Some wete crucified, ſome | 725 | 
were {lain with the {word, fome endured the cutcing and butning of | 
their members: ſome had their eres thruſt our ;, ſome were Rarved in | 
priſons, and whatſoever other cruelty the Magiſtrates could devile : | 
All which the people of God endured, rather then they would offer | 
ſacrifice to the Idols. The like miferies did the wotnen alſo endure, 
for being enticed to the filthy uſe of their bodies, ſome rather chole 
baniſhment, and others to prevent it, killed thetnſelves. 
| Neither could Chriſtiatis live ately in the wildetneſfe, bur even 
from thence they were drawnto tortnents and death. | 

And whereas the Tyrant in his Edict bad boaſted of the plenty and- 
proſperity of all things in the time of his perſecuting of the Saints, 
God to confute him, preſently fent great drought, famine and peſti- | goa, judge-

| the people were miſerably waſted: Corn was ſold at ant unreaſonable | "tors | 

rate, ſo thar exceeding great multitudes died of hunger in the Ciries, | 
but far more in the villages ; moſt part of the husbandmen dying of 
famine and the peſttlence. Divers brought out their beſt treaſure, and 
gave it for any kindeof ſuſtenance, though nevet ſo little. Others by | terrible fa- 
ſelling thcir poſſeſſions for food, fell into extream miſery : Some did | "© j- 
eat grafle, others fell upon unwholſom hearbs, whereby they hurt 
and poiſoned their bodies : Many women were driven to leayethe Ci- | 
ties, and beg upand downthrough the countrey : Some through fainr- 
neſle fell down in the ſtreets, and holding up their hands, cryed miſe- 
rably for ſome ſcraps or fragments of bread, being ready ro give up the 
ghoſt; and being able to lay no more, they cryed Hungry,hungry. - 

Some of the richer ſort being tired with ſerving ſuch mulricudes of 
beggers, began to grow hard-heaited, fearing leſt rhemſelves ſhould 
fall into the like miſery : By reaſon whereof the marker-places, ſtreers, 
and lanes, lay full of dead corpſes, and naked bodies caſt out unburied, 
| many of which were devoured by dogs, whereupon they which li- 
ved fell ro kiiling of the dogs, leſt running mad, they ſhould fall upon 
them, and kill them. | 

The peſtilence alſo fcattering through all houſes, killed very many, | PcRilence. 
eſpecially thoſe of the richer ſort, which ſcaped the famine, whereby

= was ſeen or heard but weeping and wailing every where. Death fo| 


reigned in every family, that two or three dead bodies were carried 
out of one houſe together. -But notwithſtanding thar theſe miſcreants 
had been ſo cruel to them, yet the Chriſtians were very ailigent and 
charitable to them in all their extremities, travelling every day, ſome 
in curing the ſick, ſome in burying of cheir dead; others called the 
multitude rogether, which were ready to famiſh, and diſtributed bread 
unto them, whereby they occaſioned thera to glorifie the God of the 
Chriſtians, and confeſſed them to be the true worſhippers of God, as 
appeared by their works : and hereby the Lord wrought wonderfully 
for the peace of his Church, for after he had corrected chem, he again 
ſhewed them mercy. 

Conſtantine ſacceeding his father, overcame ©Aſaxeniizs the Tyrant 
in Rome, and he together with Licinizs ſer forth Edits in favour of 
the Chriſtians: See Conſtantines fe iz my ſecond part. Yer HMaxi-

Licinius that for a long time had pretended to the Chriſtian religi- 
on, and lived in great familiarity with Conſtantine, who had given him 
his ſiſter Coſtantia to be bis wite, began afterwards to diſcover his

| ſpiracies, he then fell out with him, and manifeſted his harred of the

company of Chriſtians, both in Cities and Towns were ſlain by the 
ſword, ſome being ſought for, others offering themſelves willingly, 
leaſtthey ſhould feem to deny Chriſt : In this Perſecution many of 
the Kings own Court and houſhold-ſervancs ſuffered Martyrdom z ! 
amongſt. whom was AXadrs, an Eunuch, whom the King entirely lo- | 
ved, inſomuch as. hearing that he was flain, he was ſo offended and j 
grieved, that he commanded that thenccforth no more Chriſtians 
ſhould be lain, bur only the Doors and Teachers of the Church.

ing this, tare off his ſhirt,and caſt it from him,ſaying, if youthink that I 
will deny my faith for a ſhirt, have here your gift again,&c, whereupon 
he was baniſhed the countrey. 

Alſo Senesa noble man that had under him one hundred ſervants, 
becauſe he would not deny his Chriſtian profeſſion, was ſo hated by 
the King, that he madethe worſt of his ſervants Lord over him, and 
over all that he had, and coupled his wife to him, and made Syeres 
himſelfto ſerve him. 

Alſo Benjamin a Deacon was thruſt into priſon, where he was kept

= was nephew to Confiaxtius the ſon of Conſtantine, and was by 
him made C#ſar, and ſent againſt the Germanes, where after ſome 
ſmaller viRories, having overcome his enemies ina great and bloudy 
batrell, he was by his Army made Anguſtus, and after ConFamtiue his 
death, ſucceeded in the whole Empire, both of the Eaſt and Weſt. 
He was brought up in the Chriſtian Religion, and was endowed with 
excellent parts ; but when he came to the Empire, he Apoſtatized 
from his former profeſſion, and turned Heathen, and becameadeadly 
enemy tothe Church of Chriſt, and a great perſecutor of it. 

The firſt thing that he did was to open the Idol Temples, ſhut up 
by his predeceſſors, and ro ſuffer rhe Gentiles ro commit their ſuper- 
ſtitious Idolatries, and publickly to adore their Idols: Then his next 
defign was to ſupplant the true Chriſtian Religion , being induced 
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the ſame, he practiſed a means never before uſed by.any, which was 
r0ſhew himſelf pitifull, -and:not cruel; perceiving that by means of 
torments inflicted on the Martyrs, the holy Chriſtian faith was great- 
ly increaſed 5 and therefore he fought by gifts, favours, flatteries, and 
by beſtowing [offices and dignities, to'draw them to renounce the 
Chriſtian fairh,and to ſacrificerto falſe gods, and.by:this means there | 
were not a few, who being covetous and ambitious, :defiring to be rich 


Then did he make laws and generall decrees, that no Chriſtian 
ſhould be Maſter of any Arts or Sciences, neither ſhould ſtudy -inany 
Scholes, that ſothroughthie defire of Learning they might eurn Ido- 

laters, or elſe they ſhould temainignorant andilliterate, and ſo be inſuf- 
ficient to preach the Chriſtian faith. 

He alſo ordained that no Chriftian ſhould have any charge, or hold 
any office of Juſtice, neither ſhould be a Captain in the warres, nor 
enjoy any other dignity. Thus he uſed all the inventions that poſſibly 


he could deviſe, ro make warre againſt Jeſus Chriſt, without ſhedding

any Chriſtian bloud, that ſo he might take the Crown from the holy 
Martyrs, which they 'formerly obtained by the Perſecution of the

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valleys of Piedmont, La Perouſe,S. Martin, Angrogne, &C. this valley of 


Pragela was one ofthe ſafeſt retiring places that the Walderſes had, being | 
environed on all ſides with mountains almoſt inacceſſivle, into the 
caves whereof they retired themſelves in. the times of perſecution: and | 
though they were weakned on all fides, environed with enemies, and 
in danger ot being apprehended, if they looked but forth of their doors, : 
yet wasthere never any wordly reſpe&t that had power to alter their 
holy reſolution from the fathertothe ſonne, to ſerve God, taking his 
Word for the rule of their faith, and his Law for the rule of their obe- 
dience : yea, no ſooner were the infants weaned from their mothers 
breaſts, þuttheir parents tooka ſingular delight to inſtruc chem inthe 

Chriſtian taith.. 7 
Their Paſtors alſo did nor only preach tothem on the Sabbath dates, 
bur went in the week daiesto inſtru them in the villages and hamlers, | 
nor. ſparing themſelves for the roughneſle of the rocks, the coldnefle 
of theayr, and the craggineſle of the countrey, where they were fain 

ro climbe up high mountains to viſittheir flocks. 21.

Clement the ſeventh. 

This Monk cited to appear before him at _{ſmbrun, all the Inhabi-

communication : bur they appeared not, whereupon they were con-

The Waldeyſes of the valley of Pragela, Anno 14co. were aflaulted 
by theirenemies on the fide of Suſa in Piedmont : but moſt of their af: | 
faults proved in yain, becauſe theſe Waldeyſes retired into the high 
mountains, hiding themſelves in the caves and hollow places thereof, 
from whence they much endamaged thoſe that came to affail them : |

A benummed, and inthe morning above eighty of them were frozen to | to death. 
' death in their cradles, and moſt of their mothers died alſo, and diverſe 
others were giving up the laſt gaſp: The enemies lay all night in theſe 
peoples houſes, which they ranſacked and pillaged, and ſo returned 
' to Suſa, but by the way meeting with a poor Waldenſian woman, they | 
| hanged her'upon a tree, and ſo departed, | 

The Waldenſes of the valley of Fraſiniere, were greatly perſecuted #raſfnicre. 
by the Arch-Biſhop of LAmbrun, Anno 1460. who made a Monk cal- 
led Fohn Yayleti his Commiſſioner againſt them, which Monk pro-| 
ceeded with ſuch diligence and violence, that fcarce any perſon could _ 
eſcape his hands, bur that he was either apprehended for a Heretick, 7" &vely: 
or a fayourer of them, whereby many Papiſts ſuffered amongſt the reſt, | 
which cauſed them to petition King Lews the eleventh of France, by 
his authority to ſtay the courſe of that perſecution : and thereupon the 
| King wrote his Letterto the Governour of Dauphine, ſignifying, that | 7 ie King fore. 
whereasthe Inquiſitors had daily ſent forth their proceſle againſt many | cron. © © 
poor people in thoſe parts without reaſonable cauſe, putting ſome to 
the rack, and condemning them for matters whereof they were never 
ouilty, and which they could not prove by any witneſſe : and of others 
they had exacted great ſums of money, and divers waies had unjuſtly 
vexed, and moleſted them : he therefore decreed that for the time to 
come all ſuch procefſe ſhould be void, and of none effec, nor any | 
wrong doneto them in body, goods, or good name, except there were 
any that obſtinately maintained and affirmed any thing againſt the holy 
Catholike Faith, gc. - 

But the Arch-Biſhop was ſo far from ceaſing the perſecution upon 
| this Edit, that he grew more violent by reaſon of the laſt clauſe, pre- 
tending that he did not any thing contrary to the Kings precept, ſee- 
ing they which were cited, appeared not to juſtifie themſelves,&c. He 
alſo ſuborned many Prieſts, which were his own Officers, to depoſe, | Popiſh malice. 
that all they which hadpetitioned the King were Waldenſes : Healfo | Slanders. 
hired one Fobn Pelegrin to accuſe them for aſſembling themſelves in 
dark places to commit whoredom, ec. and then he ſent ro the Court 
ro juſtifie himſelf from che complaint made to the King againſt him, 
thathe had perſecuted the Waldenſes rather our of coveteouſnefle to get 
their goods, then our of zeal to the Cartholike faith : bur this fingle 
witneſle prevailed bur little, ſeeing there were many other who depo- 
ſed, thatthey had never ſeen any ſuch villany among(t the Waldenfes, 

| nor any the leaſt appearance of the ſame. DENTIES | 
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Yer did not the Archbiſhop ceaſe ro proſecute them to the utter- 
moſt of his power, ſo that he cauſed moſt of them to flieaway, only 
one Fames Pateneri ſtood to it, averring before the Court that ha, was 
unjuſtly vexed, contrary to the Kings Letters, demanding a copy of 
the proceedings, that he might right himſelf by Law : Thereupon 
the Archbiſhop left him, and fell upon thoſe that wanted the like cou- 
rage; citing the Conſuls of Fraſi7xzere to anſwer for themſelves, and 


now depending before the King and his Councel, proteſting againſt 
the Archbiſhops power, and demanding a copy of the Kings Letter : 
But the Archbiſhop, notwithſtanding this proteſtation, ſent them ro 
the fire, without any other indi&menr. 

Yet the Lord left not this cruelty long unrevenged, for ſhortly after 
the Archbiſhop died by the ſtroak of Gods juſtice, and ſo ended his 
Perſecution, Anno Chriſti 1487. |

If they 
anſwered, No, he fet down, That they [þake blaſpemy againſt the Virgin 
Mary, &c. And by Gods providence theſe Records were kept in the | . 
Archbiſhop of _Ambruns houſe, till the City and rheir Records fell | 
into the hands of the Proteſtants an hundred years after, and ſo God 
brought all their knavery to light. 

Anz 1488, Pope Innocent the eighth ſent Albert de Capitaxer , 
Arch-Deacon of Cremona againſt theſe Waldenſes, who craved aid of 
the Kings Lieutenant of Dazphyre, againſt them. This Lieutenant for 
his ſervice levied troops of men, and at the Arch-Deacons requeſt, 
ledthem againſt the Waldenſes in the valley of Zoyſe, and to colour his 
proceedings with a pretence of juſtice, he took a Counſellour of the | 
Courtalong with him. But when they came to the valley, they found 
no inhabitants, for they were all retired into their Caves an the high | 
mountains, having carried their little children, and all their proviſion | 
of food with them. Then did:this.cruel Lieutenant cauſe much wood | 
to be laid to the mouths of the caves and ſet on fire, ſo that ſome were | 
choaked with ſmoak, others burnt with the fire, others caſt them- | 
ſelves headlong' from. the rocks, and were broken in pieces; and it | 
any ſtirred out, they were preſently flain by the ſouldiers. 

Inthis Perſecution, there were found within the Caves, four hun- 
| dred infants ſtifled-in their cradles, or in the arms of their dead mo- 
| thers: andinall,there periſhed above three thouſand menand women 

| at 


all the inhabitants of their valley : But they refuſed, ſaying, that they | 
| had nothing to ſay before the Archbiſhop, ſeeing their cauſe was 
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Aftera while Albert de Capitancis, being called to another place, 


| he ſubſtituted a Franciſcan-named Francis Ploieri, who Anno 1489. 


began anew to inform againſt the Waldenſes of Frafſaniere, citing 
chem to appear before him at Ambrun, and for non-appearing, he ex- 
communicated them, and condemned them for hereticks, to be de- 
livered to the ſecular power, and their goods to be confiſcated ; and 
in this judgement, there aſſiſted one Poyce, a certain Counſellour of 
| Dauphine. Theſe men afterwards caughtrwo of their Paſtors | Fran- 


cis Gerondin and Peter Fames who being asked why the Walaenſes in- 
creaſed ſo fait and ſpread fo farre; they anſwered, Becauſe the Popiſh 
| Prieſts live ſo diſſolutely, and becauſe the Cardinals are ſo covetons, proud 
and luxurious, it being commonly known, that thire is ntither Pope, Cardi- 
nall, nor Biſhop, but keeps his whores, and few or none but had their youths 
| for Sodomy beſides 3 And therefore it is eaſie for the Waldenſian Paſtors to 
perſwade the people, that their religion could not be good, whoſe fruits were 
| ſo 04d, GC. 

This Perſecution grew exceeding hot, the Inquiſitor and Counſel- 


ting any appeal: and if any interceded for them, though the father

| ted to priſon, and indifted asa favourer of hereticks.

Thus they burnt many of them inthe fire, till 47»0 1488, and then 
they reſolved to aſlault them by open'force, becauſe'they ſaw-that 
otherwiſe they ſhould' never be ablero extirpate them: beſides, their 
conſtant ſufferings converted many to the fairh. Hereupon they levied 
an Army of eighteen thouſand men, befides many inhabitants of Pied- 
mont, who ran to the pillage fromall parts.

many. 

They defended themſelves with long Targets of wood, whereby 
they covered themſelves from the hutt of their enemies arrows, Whilſt 
they were thus bickering with their enemies, the women and children 
upon their knees cried out, 0 God help us.

Another Captain, crying out to the women in derifion, was killed 
with the ſhot of an arrow in the throat, Hereupon the ſouldiers be- 
took themſelves all ro their heels,and the greateſt part ſlew themſelves, 
by tumbling down from the rocks.

Another providence of God was this, thattheenemies approaching 
tothe ſtrongeſtentrance by nature, might there have fortified them- 
ſelves, and ſo made themſelves maſter of that Valley : Bur God ſent 
ſo thick a cloud, and dark a fog, that they could ſcarce fee one ano- 
ther, whereby they wanted opportunity ro diſcover their advantage, 
and therefore departed : which the Waldenſes ſeeing, couragioully 
purſued them, and by thatmeans the enemy being diſperſed, and not

having been informed that all their children were born with black 
throats, with four rows of teeth, and all hairy, he cauſed ſome of | 
them to be brought to him, and ſeeing them fair and perfect creatures, | 
he was much diſpleaſed with himſelf tor beleeving fo eafily the reports 
which were brought to him againſt them, giving command that none 
ſhould hereafter moleſt them, but that they ſhould enjoy all the pri- 


Notwithſtanding which the. Monks Inquiſitors daily ſent out pro- 
ceſſe againſt them, lay in wait forthem, and as they could apprehend 
any of them, delivered them over to the ſecular power, This Perſe- 
cution laſted ro _Ann9 1532. at which time the Waldeſes ordered that 
their exerciſes of Religion ſhould-be performed no more in covert, as 
formerly they had been, but in publick, thatevery one might know 
them, andthar their Paſtors ſhould preachthe Goſpel openly, not fear- 
tng any perſecution that might happen unto them. 

The-Prince being advertiſed hereof, was highly offended with 
them, and thereupou cauſed one of his Commanders to haſt with his 
Troops into the ſaid Vallies, which was performed with ſuch dili- 
gence, that he was entred with -five hundred Horſe and Foot, before 
they were aware, -ranſacking, plundering and waſting all before them, 
Then did the Waldenſes leave their ploughs, putting themſelves into 

aſſes, and with their ſlings, charged their enemies with ſuch multi. 
tudes of ſtones, that they were conſtrained to flic, and to abandon their 
prey, many of them remaining dead upon the ground. 

This news was preſently carried to the Prince, and withall he was 
rold, thattheſe people were notto be ſubdued with Arms, they know- 


the skin of one of the Waldenſes would coſt him the lives of a dozen of 
his other ſubje&s: whereupon he uſed Arms no more againſt them, 
but asany of them was caught.in Piedmont, he put them to death, if

” The Proteſtant Princes of Germany hearing of this great Perſecuri- 
on, interceded in their behalt ro King Henry the fecond of France. | 
Then he promiſed to have regard to this requeſt of theirs, and indeed 
they enjoyed peace afterwards, till the peace was concluded betwixt 
the Kings of France and Sparn, and that the Duke of Savoy was reſto- 
redto his Eſtate, which was Anno 1559. Butthe year after, the Popes | 
Nuntio reproved the Duke,for that with all bis power he had not per- 
ſecuted the Waldenſes ; and that if he did notnow endeavour to reduce 
them to the Romiſh Church, or to root them our, his Holineſle ſhould | 
have cauſe to ſuſpect that he was a favourer of them. Hereupon the | 
Duke preſently commanded them to go to Maſſe, uponthepain of their 
lives: But they not obeying him, he ſer upon them by open force, 
and yetart the {ame time, he cauſed them to be purſued by the Monks | 
Inquiſitors alſo : So that a great Perſecution was raiſed againſt the 
poor Chriſtians: Some were takenand burnt, who ſhewed invincible | 
conſtancy in all their rorments and death. 

To recite all the out-rages, cruelties and villanies practifed againſt 

them, would be too tedious : Many fled, and their houſes and goods 
were ranſacked and ſpoiled : One of their Miniſters was apprehended,

of the priſoners was very rigorous, and burnt many of them : but tn 
the end feeling a remorſe in his conſcience, he proteſted that he would 
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| meddle with them no more : The third wasthe Proveſt of Juſtice,who | 


lay in wait inthe high waics to apprehend them when they went abroad | _ 
in the morning, or asthey went tothe marker. 
-* The Monks alſo of P:zneroll vexed the Churches nearabour them 
orievouſly, ſome they took priſoners, and kept them in their Abbies : 
thenthey aſſembled a company of Rufhians, ſending them co ſpoil the 
Churches, and totake priloners men, women, and children; of whom 
ſome by torments they forced to abjure, others they ſent to the Gal- 
leys, others they burnt, 5a 
The gentlemen of the valley of S. Martin vexed their tenants grie- 
voully: ſpoiling ſome of their goods, impriſoning others, and vexing 
them by all means: Two of thoſe gentlemen getting ſome Kufhans ro 
them in the night time, ſet upon a village called Renc/arer, which the 
Inhabirants perceiving, fled into the mountains covered with ſnow, 
naked, and without victuals : in the morning theſe villains rook a Mi- 
niſter of that valley, who was coming to viſit theſe people of Renclaxet, | 
and burnt him : but three nights after they of Pragela, pitying their | 
friends of Renclaret, ſent four hundred men againſt the Rufhans, who, 
fought with them, and without the loſle of one man, putthem to flight, 
and reſtored their friends to their houſes.

| were raiſed againſt them, as that they were attempring ſome ſediti- 
on &#c. he commanded the aged Miniſter to be tortured, bur he fal- ' 
ling into an exraſie, felt no pain ar all; the rormentors ſuppoſing 
him to be dead; took him down from the rack, but after ſome hours, 
he came to himſelf, and by the interceſſion of a friend, was diſ- 


miſſed. 


Preſently afcer there came forth fromthe King an EdiR, forbidding 
all Paſtors to adminiſter holy ſervices without ceremonies : and w.th- 
all, rhreatning death to thoſe that ſhould adminiſter to the brethren, 
called now by the hatefull name of Piccards. The brethren hereupon 
were brought into great extremity, being like ſheep defticure of ſhep- 
herds. Yet preſently came forth a new Edidt that none of them | 
ſhould be ſuffcredto live either in Bohemia, or Moravia. Hereupon they | 
were diſperſed amongſt the woods and mountains, dwelling in caves ; 
where yet they were {carce fate, ſo that they were forced to make no 
fire, nor drefle any mear, bur inthe nighttime, leaſt the ſmoak ſhould 
betray them, In the cold winter nights, fitting by the fire, they ap- 
plied themſelves to the reading of rhe Bible, and holy diſcourſes. 
When inthe ſnow they went abroad to pravidethem neceſlaries, they 
went cloſe together, and leſt their foor-ſteps ſhould betray them, rhe 
great bough, to cover the

Theſe-brethren choſe by ſuffrage, certain Elders, tro whom they

Anno 1468. There came out a new Decree againſt theſe Brethren, 
requiring all the Nobles of Bohemia, within their ſeverall juriſdi- 
ions, to apprehend as many as they could, and to proceed againſt 
' them. 

Many therefore were apprehended and put icto priſon, where they 
were kept fora long time : But through the wonderfull working of 
God, the more the enemies laboured to pur our this ſpark, the more 
it brake forth into a great flame, for many of the Peers ſubmitred to | 
the Diſcipline of the Brethren, building Churches for them in their 
Towns and Villages, ſo.that 4zzs 1500. they had in Bohermia,and Mo- 
raViaabout two hundred Churches. xe 
 Aﬀeer the death of Pogiebracins, Uladiſhans, & Polonian fucceeded in 
the Kingdom, to whom the Brethren wrote an Apology, by reaſon 
of many foul accuſations that were carried to him againftthem : This 
fo exaſperated their enemics, that they endeavoured by a moſt impu- 
dent invention, to ſtir up the hatred of all men againtithem. The way 
they uſed was this; They ſuborned a wicked villain, to fay that he 
came from amongſt them, and that he had been an Elder, bur had 
therefore forſaken them, becauſe in their mectings they uſed to blaſ- 
pheme God, the Virgin Mary, and the Saints, to traduce the Sacra- 
ments, to mingle themſelves inceſtuouſly, after the manner of the 
LAdamites, to commit murther, and practice witchcraft, &c. This

to pervert the people, but when this. prevailed not, they brought in 
three companies of ſouldiers to quarter upon them. Then were ſome 
of the Citizens baniſhed, others caſt into priſon, and three of the 


principall were ſequeſtred to ſtrike 2 terrour into the reſt the cauſe 
prerended was, becaule they ſaid, as was alledged, That none had power 
10 command their conſciences, &c. Put when yet the Citizens remained 
conſtant, they were all warned to. appear in the Courr, and being 
come, they were ſhut up in ſeverall rooms, and called out and exami- 
ned one by one. The firſt was the Town-clerk, a weak and timorous 
man, and therefore they had feraruffian ina corner, with a ſword in 
his hand, whom the fearfull man ſeeing, was ſoterrified, that he pro- 
miſed to turn-Catholick ; they ſo rejoyced ar this begianing, that they

| in Bohemia, from the firſt planting of the Goſpel amongſt

 perſecutors. Much may be read hereof in my ſecond Part, in the Life 
of Ziſca, bur after his death, there was a great fear, and ſorrow ſeized 
on his Army, and the ſouldiers being divided amongſt themſelves, 
one part of them choſe for their Captain Procepices Magnus, who ſtill 
' retained the name of Thaberites - The: other part, thinking none wor- 
thy to ſucceed Ziſca, named themlelves the 07phares, by reaſon of the 
| lofſe of their Captain ; yet whenloever their Popiſh adverſaries came 
againſt them, they both joined together ro defend themſelves and the 
liberty of the Goſpel in Bohemia. 

About this time Pope Martin perceiving the Goſpel and the Pro- 
feſlors of it to increaſe daily in Bohemna, he ſent the Cardinall of Win. 
| cheſter, an Engliſh man, into Germany, to ſtirre up the Emperour and 
German Princes to make warre againſt the Bohemiars. Hereupon three 
Armies were levied, one under the Duke of Saxoxy ; the ſecond under

Trevers : Theſe three Armies entred Bohemiathree waies, and art laſt 
joining all into one, beſieged the City of Miſna, which bur the night

Not long after going to Ratisbone, where the Emperial Diet was| 
held, having opportunity, heboldly ſtept to the Emperour, beſeeching 
him rodeliver his country and Subjeds of $paize from falſe Religion,and 
to reſtore themto the ſincerity of Chriſts dofrine, proteſting that the| 
Proteſtants of Germazy were inthetruth; and that the Religion of Spaine| 
was greatly diſlonant to the Word of God, &c. The Emperourall this| 
while heard him geatly, promiſing him to conſider ofthe matter, and ſo F 


Francis being encouraged withthis anſwer, went againto the Empe-| 
rour aſecondand third time, and ſtill received a quiet anſwers before; 
yet not ſatisfied herewith, he went a fourth time, but was repulſed by | 
ſome Spaniards about the Emperour, who were ſo incenſcd againſt| 
him, thac immediatly thev would have thrown him headlong into the 
river of Denubius, ifthe Emperour had not reſtrained them, willing that| 
he ſhould be judged by theLaws of the Empire:Then was he caſt into pri- 
ſon, tillthe Emperours voyage into Africk, at which time he, with ſome| 
other Captives, was carried into Spaine, and there delivered unto the In- 
qQuiſitors, who caſt him intoadark priſon under ground ; He was oft 
examined, loaden with many reproackes and contumelies, yet eyer re- 
 mained firme and unmovable, ſo that ar laſt they condemned him tobe 
burnt for an herertick. As he was led to theplace of execution, they put} 
upon him a miter of paper, painted all over with ugly devils; As hepal- | 
ſed by a woodden croſſe they required him to worſhip it, towhich he 
anſwered, that the manner of Chriſtians was not to worſhip wood : Be- 
ing laid upon the pile of wood, when he firſt felt the fire, he lifted up his} 
head towards heaven , whereuponthe Inquiſitors thinking thathe would 
recant, cauſed him to betaken down, but when they. tound his con- 
ſtancy,they threw him on again, where heſlept in the Lord. Then didthe| . 
Inquiſitors proclaim that he was damned, and thatnone ſhould pray for} 
him,and that they were hereticks whoſoever doubted of his damnation. 
There wasalſo dwelling at St. Lycar in Spaire one Roche, a $kilful 
graver of images: but the Lord pleaſing toenlighten him with the ſa- 
ving knowledge of his truth, he gave over making of idolatrous images, 
andimployed himſelf in making of ſeals : only he kept ſtanding on his} 
{tall an image of the Virgin Mary, artificially graven for a figne of bis oc-|

their great impudence, that having already given ſentence on him to be 
burned, they yet ſhould pretend ſuch mercy and clemency towards him, 


whichall along themſelves have uſed with ſuch extream cruelty, 

They uſe alſo this trick further , that in reading the crimes for 
which he is condemned, they do not only milreport ſuch things, as he 
confeſſed upon his examination, bur they devilliſhly father upon him | 


do todiſgrace him, and to make him and his opinions more abhorredof 
all men, and to encreaſetheir own eſtimation and credic, as being ne- 
ceflary officers to rid the world of ſuch peſtilent perſons z and all this 
while the Priſoners tongue hath a clefr piece of wood upon it'to his 
intolerable pain and grief, that he cannot anſwer for himfelf; nor gainſay 
that they charge him with. 
Alltheſe things being finiſhed, the Magiſtrate takes them into his 
hand, and conveys them preſently tothe place of execution, with divers 
inſtruments of Satan about them, calling and crying to them to forſake 
the truth z and when they cannot prevail, after the Priſoner is tied to 
the ſtake, they break his neck inatrice, and then they report amongſt 
thecommon people that they recanted their herefies at the laſt houre 
and ſo came home to the Church of Rome, and therefore they felt no pain 
inthe fire atall, which madethemtake it ſopatiently. 
Such as are not condemned to die, are carried back topriſon, and 
the next day brought outro bewhipt, after which ſome of them are ſent 
tothe Gallies, others kept in priſon all their life time : but all have this 
ſpecial charge given them, that they never ſpeak ofany thing that they 
have heard, ſeen, or felt, during their impriſonment inthe Inquiſition; 
for if the contrary be ever proved againſt them, and that they utter any 
of their ſecrets, they ſhall beraken for perſons relapſed, and bepuniſhed 
with greateſt ſeverity, their judgment being deathwichout Redemption, 
and hereby they keep in all their Knavery and Tyranny cloſeand fe- | 
cret tothe mſelves : And if any of them be releaſed becauſe their faults | 
were but ſmall, they are yet ſocareful leſttheir cruelty ſhould come to | 
light, thatthey inhibit them the company or conference with any other; | 
then ſuch as they ſhall appoint and allow them ; neither will they ſuffer | 
Yom to writeto any friend, except they firſt have the peruſing of their | 
eters. 
Sometimes alſo,afterthey have impriſoned men inſuch a miſerable 
ſtate, for a year or two, and can extortnothing out of them by their tor» 
ments, nor prove any thing againſt them by witnefſe, ſo that they muſt 
neceflarily diſmifſe them,they then call them into the Court, and beginto

$ivillapprehended a noble Lady; the cauſe was, for thata Siſterot hers 
a very vertuous Virgin, who was afterwards burned for Religion, had 
confeſſed in the extremity of her torments, that ſhe had ſometimes had 
conference with this her ſiſter about matrers of Religion: This Lady 
when ſhe was firſt apprehended, was gone with child about fix moneths, 
inreſpe& whereof they did not ſhut her up ſo cloſearfirſt, nor deal ſo ſe- 
verely with her as they did with others; But within foure days after 


they did other Priſoners; the only worldly comfort that ſhe had in her 
mifery, was, that they lodged her with a vertuous maidenthat was her 
fellow-Priſoner for atime, butafterwards burned at the ſtake: This 
maid whilſt they were together, was carried to the rack, and ſo ſore 
ſtrained and tornthereon, tharſhe was almoſt pulled in pieces, then was 
ſhe brought back andrhrown upon a bed of flags, that ſerved them both 
to lie on; the good Lady was not able to help her, yet ſhewed ſin- 
[gular tokens of love and compaſſion towards her. 

| The maid was ſcarcerecovered whenthe Lady was carried out to be 
ferved withthe ſame ſauce, and was ſo terribly tormented inthe trough, 
that by reaſon of the {trait ſtraining of the ſtrings, piercing to the very

bones of her armes, thighs and ſhins, ſhe was brought back half dead to 
her priſon, the blood guſhing out of her mouth abundantly,which ſhewed 
that ſomerhing was broken within her: bur after eight days the Lord de. 
livered her from theſe cruel Tygers by taking her mercifully to himfelf. 

Upon one of their days of triumph there was brought out one 
John Pontio, of a noble Family, a zealous Profeſſor ofthe trath, and 


alſoin works of chariry,in which he had ſpent a great part of his eſtate : 
| Being apprehended tor the Profeſſion of the Goſpel, he was caſt into 
Priſon, where he manfully maintained the truth in the midſt of all 


Of their Flyes, who by his ſabtilty and craft, fo wroughtupon him that he 
drew from him 2 promiſe to yield obedience to the Romiſh Church. But 
though God ſuffered him to fall a while to ſhew him his frailty, yet af- 
terwards in much mercy heraiſed him up again with double ſtrength 
to that which he had before, and before his execution he madifally de- 
fended the truth againſt a {ubtil Friar: The things which he was con- 
demned for were theſe : Thathe ſhould ſay, that from his heart he ab- 
horred theidolatry which was committed in worſhipping the Hoſt :

Atthe ſametime there was alſo brought forth one Job» Gorſalvo, for- 
merlya Prieſt, but by his diligent ftudy of the Scripture it pleaſed God 


_ [toireveal histruthtohim, ſo that he became a zealous Preacher of ir, 


labouring inall his Sermons to beat into mens minds thetrue way, and 
means of our Juftification to confilt in Chrilt alone, and in ſtedfaſt faith | 
inhime for which he wasapprehended and caſt tnto prion, where he 
endured all their cruelty with a Chriſtian courage ; Act laſt withtwo of 
his Siſters he was condemned : His mother and one of his brothers were 
alſoimpriſoned with him for the truth, and executed ſhortly atter - 
When he with his ſiſters went outar the Caſtle gate, having his tongue 
at liberty, he began toſing the x 06. Pſalm before all the People, who 
had oft heard him make many godly Sermons : He alſo condemned all 
| hypocrites as the worſt ſort of People : Whereupon they ſtocked his 
tongue: Upon the ſtage he never changed countenance, nor was at all} 
daunted, Whenthey all came tothe ſtake, they hadtheir tongues looſed, 
and were commandedto ſay their Creed, * which they did cheerfully - 
whenthey came tathoſe words, The Holy Catholique Church ; They were 
commanded to adde, of Rome, but thar they all refuſed : whereupon 
theirnecks were broken in a trice - and then't was noifed abroad thatthey 
had added thoſe words, and died, confeffing the Church of Rowe to be 
the true Catholick Church. 

There wasin Siw4la private Congregation of Gods People, moſt of 
' whichthe Inquiſitors conſumed inthe fire, asthey could diſcover any of 
them; amongſt others that were apprehended, thev took foure women, 
famous abovethereſt for their holy and godly converſation, | but, eſpeci- 
ally the youngeſt of them;who was not above one and twenty years old, 
and by her diligent and frequent reading of Scriptures, and by conte- 
rence with godly and learned men, had attained toa very great meafure 
of knowledge : fo that whilſt ſhe was in priſon, ſhe non-plus'd and 
put to ſhame many of thoſe Friarsthatcame to ſeduce her, - 

Another oftheſe women was agrave Matron, whoſe houſe was a 
Schooltof vertue,and aplace where the Saints uſed to meer,8& ſerveGod 
| aly and night; bur the time being come whercinthey were ripe for God, | 
they;rogerher with other of their neighbours, were apprehended and

yield one jotto them ; but when he was drawn backto his priſon, he 
would. tell his fellows how he had conquered and confounded his ene- 
mies, ſaying, They depart vanquiſhed, they depart vanquiſhed ; The wolves

\Intheday of theirtriumph, when he was brought outto be apparel- 
led (with his other fellow Prifoners) in all their ſhameful habits, he ex- 
horted them with a cheerful countenance, ſaying : My Brethren, be of good 
cheere, thisis the houre wherein we muſt be faithful witneſſes unto God and his 
truth before men, as becomes thetrue ſervants and ſouldiers of Chriſt, axd ere 


long we ſhall havehim to wirneſſe with us again : and within a few houres we 


clapta Barnacle upon his tongue that he ſhould ſpeak no more, and ſo he 
was led to his execution : but though he could not ſpeak, yet by his 
countenance and geſtures he ſhewed his cheerful and quiet mind : Then | 
kneeling down, he kifled the ſtep whereon he ſtood, and being tied to 
the ſtake, he endeavoured by his looks and geſtures to encourage his 
fellow Martyrs in their ſufferings, and ſothey quietly and patiently re. 
ſigned uptheir ſpirits unto God. 

There was alſo John Leon, a Tailor by Trade, who out of a blind de- | 
votion to ſerve God, .refolvedto enter into a Monaſtery, but by Gods 
Providence it ſofell outthar he-entred intoa cloiſter at .$/2//, wherein 
moſt of the Monks were well affected to the true Religion, amongſt 
| whom intwo or three years ſpace, he was ſo grounded in the principles | 
of Religion, thathe refolyed' to leave that kindof life, which according- 
ly hedid,and wentintothe.countrey, yetafter atime he had a great mind 
ta conferre with his former Schoolmaſters 2 but when hecame back to 
the Cloiſter ; hefound that they. were all fled into Germeny , hereupon 
he refolvedto follow them, and through many dangers and perils, ic 
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of be Spaniſh Inquiſition.” © 
' | pleaſed God atlaſtaftera long and tedious journey, to bring himſafeto 
Franckfurs, where he met with ſome of his. old acquaintance, - ad with 
them hetravellcd to Gereva: About which time Queen Mary ſuddenly 
dying, and Queen Elizabeth of bleſſed memory ſucceeding her, the 
Eneliſb Exiles that lived inthoſe parts were called home: whereupon 
divers Spaniards that ſojourned at Gezeva, thinking England a fitter place 


for this end they diſperſed themſelves into ſeveral companies that they 
mighteravel with themoreſfafery : The Inquiſitors took the departure 
of theſe Monks ſoill, gat not ſparing any coſt, they ſent their Flies a- 
broad to apprehend them, who way-laid them, eſpecially at Collen, 
Fran;kfurt, Antwerp, and in all the ways that led from Geneva. This John 
Leon had 'gothim a companion, with whom hetrayelled towards Enz- 
land, who being diſcoveredat Argemtine, were dogged into Zealand, and

hisarreſt yery compoſedly, never changing countenance at it: They were 


to diſcover their fellows, and not long after were ſhipped for Spain, 
having great irons, wrought like a net, that covered both head and face, 
within whichalſo was another piece of iron made like a tongue, which 
being thruſt intotheir mouths took away their ſpeech; they were alſo 
loaden with other engins and fetters of iron, wherewith they were bound 
hand and foot, and in theſe continual-pains and torments they lay aſhip- 
board till they came into $pa3r,; and then John Leon was ſent to Sewil, 
and hiscompanionto Yalidolzd, whereatterwards in defence ofthe truth, 
he ſuffered Martyrdome : Bur 1943: remained long in priſon, where he 
taſted of the Inquifitors tyranny, ſuffering both hunger and cold, and en- 
during all their torments one after another, and at laſt was brought our 
in their ſolemn ſhew, arrayedafter theiruſual manner , It was a fad fight 
to ſeeſuch aghoſtas he was, his hair ſo grown, his body ſolean, that 
he had nothing but skin and bones lefr -on him, and his pain much en- 
creaſed by having a Barnacle upon his tongue :. After ſentence. of death 
| pronounced upon him, they ſet his tongue ar Liberty hoping that he 
would have recanted, but he made a ſtoutand godly Confeffion of his

Preachers, and both had agreat number of Auditors : The one taught

8&c+ But themſelves practiſed nothing lefle then theſe things « and in- 
deed all their Religion conſiſted in works and bodily exerciſes, as run- 
ning to Maſſes, hallowed places, ſhrift, &c, Theother ſort dealt-more: 
fincerely with the holy Scriptures - out of which they declared what | 
was true righteouſneſle, and perfe& holinefſe : by means whereof that 
City above all others in Spain,borethe name for juſt and true dealing ; 
ad it pleaſed God thar the brightneſſe of this light did diſcover all the | 
counterfeit holinefſe, and Pharaſaical devotion of the other Party ; The

The Inquiſitors appointed him a day of hearing; and two or threedays 
before, Arias met him, ſaluted him conrteouſly, and diſcourſed familiar- 
ly with him, then did he pump out of himall thoſe Arguments where- 
with he intended to defend himſelf before tke Inquiſitors : When the 
day came, and Ruz## appeared, Aries went on that fide where his oppo» 
| nents were, which much amated Rnz7#, and in the diſputation, 4r7as be- 
ing prepared, did ſo wittily enervateall his Arguments, that Ruz7## had 
nothing to ſay for himſelf, and ſo was fain to yield the cauſe, and Arias 
| went away with the honour ofthe field, though he goritby treachery.

vate conference hedid much good. The Lord alſo ſoordered it in his 
wiledomethat he met with Schollers that were very traQable, ſuch as 
were not greatly wedded to their Superſtitions. And ſuch was the 
force and might of Gods Ele&ion, thattheſe few good ſeeds fo fruci- 
fied, that in the end they brought forth a great increaſe of Godli- 
nefſe.

very few in a'l that cloiſter: but they ; had.ſome taſte of true Religion 
and Godlinefſe, ſo rhat inſtead of mumbiing their mattens, they 
brought in Divinuy-lectures, &c, Vain faſting was turned into Chri- 
ſtian ſobriety, neither were any tayglk to be Monkiſh, but to be fin- 
cerely and truly religious. | E: 

But conſidering that when this ſhoyld be once known they could not 
live in any fafety,they reſolved amongſt themſelves to forſake their nelt, 
and toflic inro Germany, where they might enjoy more fafety of their 
lives, and freedom of their confciences; But how to get thither wasall 
the difficulty ; Ifone or two ſhould go firſt, the reſt would be expoſed 
todanger : if many ſhould go together, a thouſand to one bur they

| Fa moſt famous Divine, and induedby God wittfuch rare abilities, 
as the like were hardly found in that age ; hewas a man ofa very pleaſant| 
wit andwo ndrous facetious, which he eſpecially ufed againſt the hy- | 
pocritical Monks and Friars, and though he lived in a barbarous| * 
age,wherein all good learning was almoſt loſt, yer by his wit and} 
induſtry he attained to a great deal of $kilt both in Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew, and was alſo an excellent Oratour s and ſtadicd the 
Scriptures ſo hard, that he grew very exquifite therein ; He was 
alſo fo cloquent in his own language, that all his Audicors were 
brought into a great admiration of himz He was very diſcreet in 
all his doings, which parts he attained to, both by his ſtudy and 
long pratice and experience, but eſpecially by profound know ledge 
in the holy Scriptures. 

W henſoever he preached, there 'was ſo great reſort to his Ser- 
mos, that three or foure houres before he began, there was ſcarce. 
a place in the Church robe gotten. He was far from coverouſnefle 
and ambition, informuchas having a good Cannonſhip in the Church 
bf Toledo proflered him, he refuſed it, together with diverſe orher 
'Preferments. In his Miniftty in 8ivi/ he did fo phinly fet forth] 
and ſo ſharply rebuke thoſe huckſters that ſold indulgences, pardonggll

racking, &c. Neithercould he get leave to write to, or' ſpeak with 
any of his Countrymen: Afterwards they brought him forth with ma- 
ny other godly perſons upon their publick day of triumph, in his Sam- 
18:10 painted all over with ugly devils tormenting a foul in flames of 
fire, and with a Barnacle upon his tongue, where he received ſcntence

be kept more ſiritly « Thenwas he kept cloſe Priſoner for eighteen 
moneths, wherein he endured many and greattorments : After thishe 
was brought intoanother priſon, where were many Nobles,great Lords 
and Captains for ſtirring up ſedition, who when they firſt heard -him 
ſpeak, ſet him at naught and derided him : and ſome of the graveſt of 
them, ſuppoſing it to be but a melancholy humour, exhorted him 
to leave his opinion, &c. Farinus gave them thanks for their 
friendly good will, but withal modeſtly and plainly he declared to 
them, tharthe dodrine which he profeſſed was no humour nor opini- 
on of mans braine, butthe.pure cruth of God held forth in his Word, 
which trath he was fully reſolved never todeny, &c.. With which in- 
ſtrucions they were,through the mercy of God, clean altered: in their 
carriage and judgment, /highly admiring and honouring him now,

lies fake: and tharit was too much that once for their ſakes he had 
fallen into thar Cowardiſe, which they knew of : Therefore he defired

After ſome time Galracius having much profited in knowledge, was in- 
flamed with a godly zeal to promote and propagate the knowledge 
of the truth unto others ; Buta light ſhining 1n ſuch darknefſe could not 
be long hid: Infomuch as 47m 1551, he was apprehendedand carri- 
ed before the Biſhop, by whom he was kept in bands, having only a 
padof ſtraw to lie on ; and though his wite ſent him a good bed and 
ſheets, yetdid the Biſhops officers keep them from him, dividing it as 
a booty amongſt themſelves. 

Thrice he was brought before the Commiſſioners, where he boldly 
rendred areafon of his faith, anſwering all their interrogatories with 
ſuch evidence of Scripture and conſtancy of mind as aftoniſhed all 
that heard him : yerafterwards at the importunity of his friends and | 
kindred, he was by much periwaſion brought to afſent to certain Po«

opinions ; But hediſputing with them, conſtantly affirmed that what 
he held was conſonant tothe Word of God, and the evident do&rine 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and neceſlary for all mento beleeve if they would be 
ſaved: Afuring rhem that rather then he would be found falſe to 
Chriſt and his Word, he was there ready to ſhed his blood : He was 
long aſſailed by the intreaties of his friends and threatnings of his 
enemics, but could by no meansbe. diſcouraged, yea he gave thanks | 
ro God for accounting him worthy'to ſuffer rebukes and death for the 
teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt - and ſo by order of the Senate of Main he 
was had forth ro execution. | 

He went with a greatdeal of cheerfulneſſe z and when a Croſſe was

to diſtribure amongſttheir Flies, and ſuch perſons as would betray the

Then was a new-found manner of death jnflited upon divers 0- 
thers, nevertill then heard of, whereby they were drowned inthe bot- 
come of the ſea; The manner of it was thus, after any ofthem had re- 
ceived the ſentence of death by the Inquiſitors, an iron chain was faſt- 
ned about their middle, witha very heavy ſtone tied rherero, then 
were they laid upon a plank between two boats, and ſo rowed to an ap-

whomhe anſwered, A good Chriſtian is bound to foregoe children, 
goods, yea and life it ſelf for the maintenance of Gods honour and 
glory : For which cauſe (ſaid he) 1 am now reſolved to lay down my life, 
the Lord aſſiſting me. 

The Lords of Yexice offered to reſtore to him his Patrimony, which 


| was partly morgaged and partly ſold, if he would ſubmit tothe Church 


of Rowe; bur he reſolutely refuſed that condition. Notlong after came 
a Caprain tohim, and told him of one Fraxcs Sega his priſon-fellow 
that was reſolved to recant: To whom he anſwered, What tell you 
me of Sega? 1 am reſolved to perform iny pows to tbe Lord my God : Then 
was he carried forth bound to the boats, aud by the way a Prieſt pre- 
ſented him with a woodden Crofle, exhorting himto recant, &c.

A few days after one Mr, Franczs Spinola was apprehended andcom-| 
mitted to priſon, and when he was brought forth before the Inquifitors, | 
they ſhewed him a Treatiſe about the Lords Supper, demanding whe- 


thedoqrine that was contained therein was agreeable to the holy Scrip- 
cures. Then was he return'd to his priſon;where the aforementioned Sega 
was, who waiting for his coming ,as he pafled by,faluted him by hisname, 
after which they conferred together about the duErine of the Goſpel; 
and Sega having heard that Spinola had ſtood ſtoutly inthe Confeſſion of 
thetrurh, he was much comforted, ſaying, that God had reſerved him 
for ſuch a time as this to make him Partaker of ſo gr=at conſolation, 
Shortly after the Jailor rold Seg4 that he was to die one houre within 
night, atthe hearing whereof he intreated Spizola to pray with him; 
andafter prayer he ſaid that his ſoul was heavy unto death. Spizola an- 
ſwered, Fear not, for it will not be long before your ſoul ſhall partake of thoſe 
joys which ſhall endure forever, At the appointed time he was ferched out 
ofthe dungeon, where he took his leave of Sp3no/a and the other Prifo- 
ners: As he wentinro the boata Friar perſwaded him to return to the| 
Church of Rowe; Segaanſwered, that he was already in the way to our 
Lord Ieſus Chriſt, and ſo-paſſing'on he calted upon the name of God :| 
He ſeemedto bea little amazed at the faſtning of the chaineand ſtone to 
his body, yer preſently recolle&ing his ſpirits, he took it patiently, and| 
ſo commending his ſoul intothe hands of God, he quietly fleptin the| 
Lord. 
Spinolg being again called before the Inquiſitors, he boldly repro- 
ved the Popes Legate, andthe other Iudges, for that contrary to their 
conſciences they perſecuted the truth of God, calling them the off, 
The third time that he was called before them, they asked him if 
he would not.recant his errours ; he anſweredthatthe dorine which 
he maintained was*not erroneous, but the ſame truth which Chriſt 
and his holy Apoſtles tanghr, and for which all the Martyrs bothin 
former and lattertimesdid willingly lay downtheir lives and endured 
the pains of death. Yer afterall this, Sp/nofa by the crafty perſwaſions 
of ſome ſeeming friends, began to ſtrike ſaile and to faint; bur rhrough| 
Gods goodneſſe he ſoon recovered again, and being called before the 
Iudges he openly confirmed the truth, and ſo had ſentence paſled up- 
on him that he ſhould be drownedas an Heretick, To which he an- 
[wered, 1 am no Heretick but the Servant of Jeſus Chriſt; at which words| 
the Popes Legat commanded hin filence,” and told him that he lyecdz|

The Life and M artyrdom of W illiam Gardiner 
in Portugal, AnnoChriſti, 1 5 5 2. 


Illiam Gardiner was born at Bri#fol, and well educated, and 
when he was grown up, was -placed with one Mr. Paget, a|_ 
Merchant, by whom when he was twenty fix years old, hewas ſent 
into Portugal to Lisbone,the Regal City, tobe a Fattor : there he learned 
the country language, and became a profitable ſervant both to his Maſter 
and others, He was careful to keep cloſe to God, andto avoid the ſu- 
perſtitions of that countrey, and there being diverſe good meninthat 
City, he aſſociated himſelf with them, uſed good conference, and often 
bewailed te them his own weakneſſe, as being neither ſufficiently hum- 
bled for his fins, nor yet inflamed with a love of gadlineffe as he ought : 
he had alſo good books which privately he made much uſe of. Now 
whilſt he was hcreabiding, it fo fell out thata great marriage was to 
be ſolemnized betwixt the King of Portwga/s ſonne, and the King of| 
| Spains daughter. Great Preparations were made for it, and a great con- 
| courſe there was of Perſons of all Ranks that came to1tz and upon the 
-wedding day they went to Church in great pomp ; and amongftmul- 
tirudes of Speftators, William Gardiver made one, rather forthe novelty 
of thebuſineſſe, then for any defire thathe had to ſee their Ceremo- 
nies, andgoing toChurchearly inthe morning, he got a convenient 
place to hear and ſee in. 

Whenall were come to Church, a Cardinal began to ſay Maſle : 
The People ſtanding vvith great ſilence and devotion: The fight of theſe 
ſuperſtitions did vvonderfully grieve the mind of W3/liam Gardiner, not 
ſo muchro ſee the folly ofthe common People, as to ſec thatthe King 
himfelf, and ſo many ſage Nobles ſhould be led avvay vvith ſuch abo- 
mimble idolatry ; vvherevvith he vvas ſo exceedingly moved in his 
fpirit, thathe had much ado to refrain himſelf from doing ſome- 
thing vvhereby he might maniteſt his diſlike 4 but the great throng 
yo he vvas in, hindred him, that he could not come neer to the 

tar, re | 
When all vvas ended he returned home very ſad, ſeeking our ſolitary 
places, vvherefalling dovvn proſtrate before God, vvith- many tears he 
bewailed the negle& of his duty, and ſtudied hovy he might revoke 
that People from their impiety and ſuperſtition. Ar length his mind 
| vvas fully ſetled not to defer rhe matter any longer, vvherupon he renoun- 
cedthe yvorld,exaftly made up all his accounts,both vybat he ovved and 
vvhat vvas owing tohim to a farthing. Then did he continue night and 
day in Prayerunto God and in continual meditation of the holy Scrip- 
| ures, ſo that he would ſcarce take any meat by day, orfleep by night, as 
mn Pendier ace his bed-fcllow teſtified. = |

JT He Goſpel being ſpread abroad in Germany, by the means and 

0 miniſtry of Zurher, and his fellovyv-labourers, rhe Pope having 

triedallother means for theſuppreſſing of ir, and finding them ineffe- 


ual, hear laſt provokes the Emperour Charles the fifth by war to de- 
{troy the Proteſtants, and for that end gives him two hundred thou- 


[ſand Crowns in mony for the maintenance of theſe wars, and ties him- 


ſelf at his own coſt to maintain twelve thouſand foot and five hundred 


Emperour the one half of the Revenue of the Clergy,and gives himleave 
toſel ofAbby-lands tothe value of five hundred thouſand Crowns, wher- 
upon great Preparation was made for this war both in Germany, Spaine, 


[and 7aty, the confideration whereof cauſed the confederate Proteſtant 


Princes to raife a great Army alfo for their own defence z; upon 
which occaſion they were proclaimed guilty of high treaſon by 
the Emperour.

moneſt them, and becauſe the perſecution was very great, &c, Yet 
Sutphen alledged that in Dietbear there was more need of his labours, 
the People being as ſheep amongſt wolves, and that with a ſafe con- 
ſcience he could not deny their requeſt, and that he did not intend, ut- 
terly to forſake Breme, but only for a moneth or two, aſter which he 
would returnto them again.

herenemies thatthe Judges greatly marvclled at ir z Then did they ex- 
hort the elder that if ſhe wonld nor recant, yet at leaft that ſhe would 
peritionto have her puniihment changed into beheading iaſtead of bur- 
ning, whereunto the anſwered, that ſhe held no errour of which ſhe had 
cauſe to repent, but thetrach which was conſonant co the Scriptures in 
which ſhetruſted to perſevere unto the end: And for the kind of her pu- 
niſhment ſhe feared not the fire, but would rather follow the example of 
herdear fiſter,and ſo being put into the fire ſhe quietly flept in the Lord.

Anno Chriſti, 1545. There was in Mechlin one Andrew Thieſſen, who 
had three fons and a daughter, whom he carefully brought up in the 
knowlcdge of the truth; after which he went into England, and there 
died ; Two of his ſons went into Germany to ſtudy there, and after a 
time returned home again, . inſtructing their mother, brother, and fiſter

Afterwards 4»ſtinthat had before efcaped, was apprehended, 
and being examined, though by nature he was a very timorous and 
weak man, yet did he ſtand to the defence of the truth valiantly, and 
ar{wered his adverſaries very boldly. Being condemned to be burnr, | 
as he was going tocxecution, a Gentleman drank to himin a cup of 
wine, cxhorting him to pity himſelf, at leaſt not to defiroy his foul : 
Azftin thanked him, ſaying, What care I have of my ſoul yow may ſee by 
this, inthat I bad rather give my body to be burned, then to ſin againſt my con- 
ſcience; Being tied to the ſtake and fire ſet to him, he heartily prayed to 
the Lord, and ſopatiently departed. 

Anno 1551.' The Emperour Cbarles the fifth, having obtruded the 
Interim apon Germany, many godly Miniſters were perſecuted and dri- 
ven from their places for oppoſing the ſame, as may be ſeen in my ft 
part, The city of Magdenbare allo for refuſing ir, had anarmy fentagainſt 
it, Which befieged irfor a whole year together, whereby many of 
the godly Citizens loſt their lives, and others endured great milcries, 
Bur at laſt, Gods Providence ſo ordering of it, warre aroſe betwixt rhe 
E:nperour and thtKing of France, whereupon peace was granted unto 
Mazdenburgupon good terms, and the inhabitants enjoyed their former 
Religion quietly. 

Anno 1555. There was one Hoſtius born at Gaunt, who for ſome 
time was a member of the French Church here in Loxdon in king Edwards 
days: butin the beginning of Queen Marres reign, he went with his 
family to Norden in Frizeland: and afterwards having ſome bulinefle 
to Garnt, he wentthither, where he inſtructed many*of his friends in 
thetruth; and hearing that a Friar ufed to preach;good dottrine, he 
went to hear him; but the Friar that day defended tranſubſtantiation, 
which ſo grieved him, that he could ſcarce refrain from ſpeaking till 
the Sermon wasended. When the Friar was come down from the 
Pulpit,he charged him for preaching falſe doctrine,perſwading the Peo-| 
ple by the Scripture, that the bread was butthe Sacrament of the Lords 
[body ; butthe People making atumult, carried him out of the Church 
inacroud ; and he had notgone far betore he was apprehended by an 
officer, and carried to priſon; Then came divers Friars to reaſon wich!

ſparing the very infants. From thence marching to Naerden in Holland , 
che inhnbirants made an agreement with him, and he entred the town 
peaceably ; but never .did Twrks or Scythians,or the moſt barbarous and 
inhamane Nations in the-world, commit more abominable cruelries 
then Dox Frederick didin this rown ; for when the Bourgers had given 
the beſt entertainment that they could to him and his ſouldiers, he cau- 
ſed it to be proclaimed,thar they ſhould all aflemble themſelvs together 
in the chappel of the Hoſpital, where rhey ſhould be madcacquainred 
with ſuch laws, according to which they ſhould hereafter governthem- 
ſelves; but whentheſe poor people were thus aſſembled, he comman- 
ded his ſouldiers tro murther them all, without ſparing any one ; The 
- [men were mafſacred, the women were firſt raviſhed, and then murthe- 
red moſtefvelly, rhe children andinfants had their throats cut, and in 
[ſome houſes they ried the inhabiranrs to poſts and then ſer fire on the 


wife, maid nor child, old nor young were ſpared; and then the rown 
was wholly razed to the ground withour pity or mercy. 

After this Don Frederick, beſieged Harlem, which held out againſt 
him for along time, but ar laſt, their Proviſion being ſpent, they made 
bread of Linſeed and Turnups, and lived uponthe fleſh of horſes, dogs, 
|cats, and ſuch like: andthisalſo in the end failingthem, they wcre 
enforced to {urrender the town upon compoſition, by which they were 
to pay two hundred and fourty thouſand florins to redeem themſelves 
[and town from ſpdil. 

Don Frederick having thus got the town into his hands, commanded 
that at the toling gf the great bell, all the Bourgers and Souldiers 
ſhould bring their afmes into the ſtate-houſe,that the townſmen ſhould 
eo into the cloiſter of -Zyel, the women into the Cathedral Church, 
and the ſouldiers intoancther Church, this done, all the Enſigne-bear- 
ers were {ingled out and impriſoned, and whilſt the poor Bourgers 
wereguarded inthe Church, the perfidious Spawiards plundred their 
{ houſes ; The nexrday this bloody Don Frederick cauſed three hundred 
| Walloonsto be hanged and headed - the next day Captain Riperda and 
{his Lieutenant were beheaded, anda godly Miniſter called Stembach 
was hanged, and two hundred fourty ſeven fouldiers were drowned 
inthe ſea of Harlem; the next day a great number were executed, and 
the day following three hundred more Souldiers and Bourgers loſt 
their heads, and with them a godly Miniſter called S797 Simonſos: 
[preſently after three of the principal men loſt their heads, and ſhortly 
afterall the Engliſh and Scots were beheaded, and to fill up this fea of 
blood, all the wounded and fick were beheaded before the hoſpital 
door.

Be- 
Ing asked of Chriſts real preſence in the Sacrament, he anſwered, 
That the higheſt dwelleth not in Temples made with hangs, &4c. Where- 
apon he admoniſhed his Judges to examine the dofrine of the Church 
of Rome by thetrue touchſtone of Gods word, whereby they might: 
eaſily ſee how contrary it isto the Scriptures, &c, And having made 
a free Profeſſion of his faith, he craved Juſtice one way or other; 
but they ſtill urged himto recant, to which he anſwered, My faith ow 
| built 
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| built upon mans opinion, but the Lord hath taught me to eſchew evill, and to 
do good. T hen was heteturned to priſon again. 

During his impriſonment he was dangerouſly affaulted by ſome 
{ ſubtile and cunning Friars, who alledged the ſayings of diverſe of 
che Fathers,to prove their tranſubſtantiations buthe, through Gods mer- 
cy, holding cloſe ro the Word of Chriſt, overcame them. In priſon he 
uſedto recreate himſelf by ſinging of Palms, and. the People uſed to 
flock togerher tothe priſondoor tohear himz This ſo angred the Po- 
pith Clergy,rthart they ſought to hinder him from ſinging, and for this 
end they cauſed two deſperate Malefafors to be pur into the ſame 
room with him ; bat within a few days,theſe Villains brake priſonand 
{eſcaped leaving opportunity to Herwiz to eſcapealſo, but he, fearing 
thathis flight might be prejudicial to other godly perſons in the City, 
upon whom it would be charged, reſolved rather to: remain there, 
{then to flic: Preſently after news was brought him that ſentence of 
death was paſſed upon him, whereupon he thanked God for advancing 
him to fo high an honour as to be accounted worthy to ſufferfor his name.

Word of God to them; The Droſart of Markſem bcing advertiſed 
hereof, took his officers and went thitherward; by the way he met 
with ſome poor boyes that were cowheards ; to whom he promiſed 
new cloaths ifthey would bring him to the place in the wood where 
their aſſembly was; whichthey undertaking, he ſent ſome of his offi- 
cers along with them into the wood, who coming to the place like 
wolves, the ſhecp of Chriſt began to flie - the Miniſter ſeeing their 
fear, admoniſhedthem not to. ſtir ; The Perſecutors were not above 
five or ſix, and the perſecuted foure or five hundred, ſothat they might 
ealily have reſiſtedthem, but they would not. The officers chiefly 
aimed to apprehend the Miniſter, and having caught one of the Af-

their Hoſt priſoners, God having appointed them to bear witnefleto

About the ſametime therewas alſo a godly widdow apprehended

But having been trained up ina bad ſchoole, when the Sabbath came; 
he ſpent riotouſly what he had gotten all the week by his labour: 
Now, through Gods mercy it ſo fell out that a godly man working 
with him, would often tell him of the danger of his preſent condition, 
exhorting him rather to diſtribute his getringsto the poor, aſfuring | 
him thar if he ſpent his mony ſo waſtfully, God would call him toan 
account for it: Theſe with the like exhortations ſo- wrought upon 
him through the graceof God, that he. began to change his courſe, 
ard in ſtead of frequenting Taverns, he became a diligent hearer of Ser- 
mons, and gave himſelf much to reading of the holy Scriptures; | 
ſo that not long after he was called by the Church tothe office ofa Dea- 
con, which he diſcharged carefully and farrhfully, |

ſouls, for we have nothing to do with thee; The Hangman coming to pur 
gagoes into their mouths; one of them ſaid, Whaz ? ſhall we 


uot have liberty at this our laſt houre to praiſe God with our tongues * Chriſto- 
pher anſwered, Let not this diſcourage us, the more wrong our ene» 
mies dotous. the more affiſtance we ſhall ind from God; and ſo cea- 
led not to comfortthem till himſelf was gagged alſo ; Their ſentence 
was that they ſhonld be hanged for hearing Sermons;and ſo with admi- 
rable conſtancy they yeilded up their ſouls ro God; One of them being a 
woman was condemned to be beheaded, becauſe ſhe had ſung Palms, 
and exhorted her neighbours out of rhe Word of God, at a womans 
 [upfitnng : Herbody was grown very feeble, ſothat ſhe was cauſed 
tor on a ſtool, where ſhe received three blows with a ſword over- 
thwart her recth : yet did ſhe conſtantly fir ll till ſhe receivedche 
Crown of Martyxdome, 4/70 1 568. 

Abour the ſame rimethere was inatown a mile diſtant from Gard, 
a Miniſter whom it pleaſed the Lord to illuminate with the ſaving 
knowledge of his Goſpel, whereupon he becamea diligentand faich- 
fulPreacher of it, both in his life and doctrine; yea, he went from 
houſe to houſe exhorting and comforting every one as he had occa- 
fton out ofthe Word of God - and aboyeall, labouring with them to 
beware of the abominable ſuperſtitions of. che Papacy, The Popith 
Clergy of Gaz# having incelligence hereof, fearing leaſt by this 
means, their doctrine and authority would come into contempt, cau- 
ſedhim to be apprehended and caſt into a deep and dark hole, where 
he remained bearing bis afflition patiently, and calling upon God 
nighr and day, praiſing him for accounting him worthy to ſuffer for 
his names ſake.

THe Swedes being poſlefſed of atown called Paſewalck, the Im- 
perialiſts rook itby ſtorm, beat, killed, and drave out the Swedes, 
and nor content therwith, they fell to torturing ofthe townſmen,raviſhing 
women and girles in theopen ſtreets and Church-yards, yea women 
inchild-bed ; thenthey killed the men, fired their houſes, and burnt 
many inthem; thruſt ſtraw into Cellars where children were hidden, 
and'ſo burat and ſmochered them; Then they burnt the Churches, 
and maſſacred the Miniſters, and at laſt burnt down the whole 
town, 

Thelike cruelty was uſed againſt the Ciry of Magdenburg, famous for 
Religion, which being taken by Tilly and Papperheim, Anno 1631. 
wasin twelve houres ſpace wholly turned into cindars, except one 
hundred thirty nine houſes, by which fire fix goodly Churches were 
burnt down - no mercy was ſhewed toany age, ſexe or condition; a- 
bove twenty thouſand perſons were ſlain, burnt, and ſmothered to 
deathy fix thouſand were drowned in the river Elve; Ladies and 
Gentlewomen,like beaſts were yoked together all about the countrey, 
and driven into woods to be raviſhed; and ſuch as refiſted were 
ſtript ſtark naked, whip't, had their ears cropt, and ſo were tur- 
ned up.

lam houſes were not ſpared. 

In Heſſen land they took divers poor women, ſome mad, ſome 
dumb, ſome lame, andtying up their coats about their ears ſo uſed 
them, as a modeſt pen'cannot expreſle. 

In Pomcren they took the faireſt maids, and raviſhed them before 
their Parents faces, making them fing Pſalms the while. One beay- 
tiful maid being hid by her Parents in a dunghil, they found her 
our, had their pleaſure of her, then cut her .in pieces, and: hung up 
her quarrers in the Church. - Yea very girles of ten years old and 
under, they raviſhed, till ſome ofthem died; vertuous and chaſt wo- 
med, they would threaten to kill, or throw their children 1nto the 
fire, if they would not yicld totheir luſts. Divers maids and wo- 
met ro avoid the luſts of theſe Hell-born furies, have Jeaped into

murthering them upon every trifling occaſion, neirher pitying old nor 
young, men , women, nor innocent babes, whom ſometimes moſt 
barbarouſly they uſed to eat, even when' other meat might be had- 
yea ſuch inhumane cruelty they uſed, that in ſome places they ſcarce 
left any remaining alive to relate the ſufferings of the dead. Ma- 
ny times they cur off the noſes and ears of the living, carry- 
ing them about in bravery, ColleFed out of. 4 Book compoſed by

But the king inſtead of hearkning to his 
good advice, was ſo far incenſed againſt him, that hecauled him to be 
apprehended by the County of Montgomery Conſtable of France, and

In this extremity a poor labourcr and his wife weretaken and ex- 


cuted for cating the head, intrals and brains of their daughter of 
three years -o1d, that died' of famine; they had drefled alſo the 
reſt of her body to ear at other times; and that which aggrava- 
ted their fault was, that it was proved that that day they had 
given them a little pottage made ' with herbs ard wine, which 
might have ſatisfied them in that neceflity : Such as went forth 
of the wals to feck relief, were cither flain by the enemy, 
or lived upon ſprigs of vines, black-berries, red ſnails, and 
herbs; Amongſt other ſad and lamentable ſpeRacles, one was 
of a labourer and his wife , found dead amongſt the Vines, 
and two of their children crying by them, the lefler being 
but fix weeks old, which a charitable widdow took home to 
her houſe and ſuſtained: Many died in this famine, ſome in 
their houſes, others fell down in the ſtreets, and gave up the 
ghoſt, moſt of the children under twelve years old- died :: Lamen- 
able it was to heare the poor fathers and mothers mourning 
and weeping to ſee their miſery and yet they could not relieve 
them; Neverthelcfſe moſt of them did wonderfully enconrage 
themſelycs with the afſurance of the grace of God, whereof there 
is this notable example. 

A boy of five years old, languiſhing divers weeks, ran -along 
the ſtreets, till nature failing him, he fell down in the preſence 
of his farzer and mother, who wept and lamented over him; 
and feeling upon his armes and legs, they were as dry as a flick; 
whereupon the child ſaid Why do you thus weep 10 ſee me die of hunger 
I ok you 20 bread, mother, for1 know you have none; but ſeeing it is the 
Will of God that ' 1 ſhould die in this ſort, I muſt take it thankfully - 
Had not the 'holy man Lazarus huncer & Have mot I read it in my 
Bible? and ſaying ſo he yielded up his ſpirit unto God. |

So all hope of being faved in mans judgement failed to thoſe 
of Sancerre: for the King had ſworne that he would make them 
devoure each other. But mans miſery 1s Gods opportunity ; The 
King of Kings found out a ſtrange means to deliver his people 
chat put their truſt in him, Juſt art this time, by the ſollicitations 
of the Biſhop of Yaknce, the Polonians had choſen the Duke of

He Griſsn Lords, who were the ſoveraigne Magiſtrates of this 
Countrey, had by ſundry Decrees granted liberty to the Pro- 
teſtants to exerciſe their Religion freely : But when as the Miniſter 
of Tell with his Congregation were met together about the ſervice 
of God, the bloody Papiſts riſing in arms, fet upon them , ſl:w 
one, and beate others ſo cruelly with ſtaves, that they were forced 
to defiſt from their purpoſe : Shortly after they murchered ſome 0- 
thers ; and conſpiring with ſome other bloody villaines , they ſer 
guards upon all the paflages of the valley, that fo none of the Pro- 
teſtants ſhould eſcape them ; then ringing their bells, they raiſed all 
the Country, and if any Proteſtants ſtirred our of their houſes , th:y 
murthered them in the ſtreets : they allo brake into the houles of

familiar with thoſegrear lights and notable ſervants of Jeſus Chriſt, 
M. Luther, and P. Melan@hon, 'whereby he- greatly encreaſed in god- 
ly knowledge and learning; from thence he went to the Univerſity of 
Marpurg, which was then © newly erected by Philip, Lanterave of 
Heſſen, where he was intimate with other learned men, eſpecially with 
| Francs Lambert, by whoſe inſtigation he was the firſt that there pub- 
lickly ſet up concluſions to be diſputed of concerning faithand good 
works ; By reaſonof his learning and integrity of life he was had in 
admiration by many ; Butthe zeal of Gods glory did ſo eat him up, 
that he could not reſt till hereturned into hisown countrey, where the 
bright beams of thetrue light, which, by Gods grace, was planted in 
| his heart, began moſt abundantly to break forth, as well in publike as 
in ſecret. |

(nn Wiſeheart was borne in Scexland, and brought up firſt at 
_JSchool, trom whence he went to the Univerſity ; after which he 
travelled into ſeveral countries, and arlaſt came to Cambridge, where 
he wasadmitted into Bezpet Co/ledge ; He was tall of ſtature, and of a 
melancholy conftitation, He had black haire, along beard, comely of 
perſonage, and well-ſpoken, courteous, lowly, lovely, willing to 
reach, deſirous to learn, for his habit, he wore a Frize gowne, a 
black fuſtian doublet, plain hoſe, courſe canyas for his ſhirts, falling 
bands, &c, All which apparel he gave'to the poor, ſome weekly, 
ſome monthly, ſome quarterly ; ſaving a French Cap that he wore, 
which he kepta twelve month.

Maſter Bul- 
ſom, 1 little thought one day thar you ſhould have been my priſon- 
er, and I cannor but wonder, thar fuch men as you; ſhould be en- 
gaged in a r<bcllion againſt the King : To whom he replyed, Sir, 1 
cannot but wonder, that ſuch men as you ſhould call this rebellion; 
Sir Ralph defired him to give him an account of the grounds, upon 
which be and his party proceeded , promifng him, that he ſhould 
not ſuffer for any thing that heſpake ro him : After about halfe an 
houres diſcourſe ,- he committed him to his own Marſhall, with this 
charge , Keep this man ſafe, but uſe hin well ; The Marſhall received 
him, and after ſome little rough entertainment , upon his entrance 
into his houſe , he at length uſed him with great ſeeming reſpedt : 
Long he had not been there , but a Gentlewoman came to him with 
a pottle of ſack, urging him to preach a Recantration Sermon the 
next morning before the Lords, promiſing that if he would ſo do, 
the King wonld make him a Doctor, He replyed, Sure you do but 
mock me; for ſhould I preach upon fach ſhort warning , the Lords 
would never hear ſuch extexpore ſtuffe, bur if you be in good car. 
neſt, and would make me a DoCtor in decd, then let me have the 
ſame law ye uſe to give your Doors, viz. a quarter of a yeeres 
time to make a Sermon, and, by that time you may know more of 


my mind, 


The next morning an Order was brought for the conveying of him 
ro Oxford, Whither he was accordingly carried : He lighted firſt at 
the Blew- bore, whither they brought a company of the Queens fol- 
lowers, who with much fury often times ſwore that he ſhould not 
go alive out of the roome ; Bur the muſqueteers, who were ſet as 
a guard upon him, defired them to be quiet , telling them that 
he was their priſoner, and ſhould not ſuffer there, but they 
would ſuffer with him.

After ſome months of impriſonment, he was releaſed by exchange; 
As he was departing thence , ſome Courtiers and others, that had 
formerly ſhewed him ſome favour, perſwaded him to cloſe with 
their party, and to ſtay with them: He utterly refuſing, divers of 
them accompanied him out of town; and as they were parting, one 
of them ſaid « Sir, If any of us ſhould fall into your hands, we 
ſhould deſire no better entertainment then you have had amongſt us; 
He replyed, Gentlemen, I could wiſh that ten thouſand of you 
might fall into our hands within this moneth, that ye might ſee how 
kindly we would deal with you. Thence he was ſent for by the 
Lord Generall Zſex to be Chaplain in his Army, with whom he 
continued, during his command, | 
Then he went to Berwick , where he was received with great af- 
fe&ion of the people, and ſaw in a ſhort time great ſucceſſe of his 
labours in the miniſtry. During his abode there, two things were 
very remarkable : One, whereas there was a child that had beene 
ſtrangly viſited with ſuch a weaknefle , as neither Phyfitians nor Di- 
vines could gueſle at the cauſe, or find out a curez Hereupon Ma- 
ſter alſom, moved fome Chriſtians there to ſeek God with him, by 
Faſting and Prayer , which accordingly they did, and obtained aſud- 
den and extraordinary anſwer z For as the mother of the child came 
home from the Exerciſe, her child met her, and told her ſhe was 
very well, who before had kept her bed of a long time. 
The other thing remarkable was this ; A Scortz Lord, by name, 
the Lord of Granſon , took up his habitation for a time in Barwick, 
and brought with him his family; In which amongſt others, was the 
Steward of his ' houſe, formerly reputed a godly man, who was 
very much afflifted in mind: Maſter Balſom came to viſit him, and| 
adminiſtred ſome comfort to him for that time ; But two or three 
dayes after , he being ſorely afflicted again, Maſter Balſors was ſent 
[for, who finding him very much weakned and worn out by the vi- 
olence of temptation, began to ſpeak comfortably ro him © Bur per- 
ceiving that no words of comfort would faſten on him , he whiſper- | 
ed tohimin his care tothis purpoſe, I doubt there is ſomething with- 
in, that you ſhould do well to diſcover; Whereupon immediatly the 
mans tongue {ſwelled out of his mouth, inſomuch that he was nor 
able to ſpeak; Maſter Balſozz continued ſpeaking to him, till aclength, 
to the aſhoniſhment of thoſe in the rome , being many, and ſome of 
them perſons of quality , a ſhrill voyce was heard, as from out of 
his throat, (having not any uſe of his tongue) to this purpoſe : What 
doſt thou talking to him of promiſes, and free-grace?

"There was a Gentlewoman who had a great worldly eſtate, and a\

loving bysband; but ſhe was 1v ladly aflaulted with'tentations, | 
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ſhe often attempted to 'make away herſelf ; Maſter Dod was ſent for 
rocometo her, and the Lord fo bleſſed his councels, exhortations; 
and Prayers, that ſhe did not only recover out of her anguiſh of ſpi- 
rit, but ſhe was afterwards taken notice of for her fingular Piety, 
and the Lord fo ordered that this afflition was nor only the means of her 
Converſion, bur alſo of her husbands,ſo that borh of them were a great 
mercy inthecountry where they lived, promoting religion according 
to their power, andentertaining and cheriihing godly People: She li= 
ved divers years quieted in her heart, and being rich in good works ; 
and when ſhe lay on her death-bed maſter Dod was ſent tor to her: a- 
gain, who ſpake of heaven, and to fit her for that glory, ſhe told him 
thar ſhe felt the comforts of God, and that ſhe could as! hardly at that 
time forbear ſinging,. as formerly in child-bearing ſhe could forbear 
crying, and ſhortly after ſhe died, 

There was aGentleman related toanoble family, ſo perplexed in 
his mind, that he hath been known in hard froſts to go barefooted, 
that the paineof his feer might divert his thoughts. Maſter Dod 
was ſent for to him, who was his ſpirituall Phyſician to heale 
him. | 
It would be long to infiſt onallparticulars ofthis nature, the Lord 
having made him a happy inſtrument for the good of many. 

When he had ſpent ſome yearsin this kind of ſervice, by the care 


after the death of King 1aer, his liberty was procured for preaching 
again publickly, and then he was ſetled at Fauſtey, where he preach- 
ed twice every Lords day, There he went over the Goſpel of 70bn, 
the Epiltle to the Coloſſzars, and other Scriptures. 

He was much given to Hoſpitality at Fauſtey, as he had formerly 
been at Hanwel, fotharthere was ſcarce any Sabbath in the year, in 
which hedid nor dine both poor and rich, commonly three or foure 
poor perfons, beſides thoſe that came. from other places to hear him. 
He had ſo large an heart, that upon occaſion he hath given toſome 
three ſhillings, toſome ten ſhillings, to ſome twenty ſhilliggs, and when 
the poor came to buy butrer or cheeſe, he wonld command his maid 
to take no mony of them. | #

Speaking of loſing for Chriſt, he teſtified from his oyvnexperience, 
that forthe loſſe of one carnal brother he had tvvo hundred ſpiritual 
brethren.

Before he vvas married, he could not maintain himſelf, and there- 


his living not beinggreat; but looking out of his ſtudy window , he 
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frequently ſay, that was well which ended everlaſtingly vvell, and

to Job, Do the Conſolations of God ſeem ſmall toyou? God hath taken a- 
way your children, your goods, but he hath not taken away himſelf, 
nor Chriſt, nor his ſpirit, nor heaven, nor eternal life. 

He uſed to inſtruct Chriſtians how they ſhould never have a greaz 
affliction, nor long, and thac was by Iooking upon things which 
were not ſeen, which are cternal,2 Cor. 4.17,18. What can be great 
to him that counts the world nothing? and what can be long 
to him that thinks his life but a ſpan long? 

To perſwade them that are Chriſtians not to return railing for rail-

To 
which end he had prevailed with thoſe of his pariſh, atleaſt the farre] 
greater number of them, and thoſe the moſt conſiderable perſons to f 
concurre with himinitz by ſending their children and ſervants con- 
ſtantly to be catechized on the Lords day betore the Afternoon-Ser- 
mon (ſome of whom he catechized publickly in the Congregarion, 
and others moreprivately in hisown houſe, either by himſelf or his| 
aſſiſtant : that ſo that the publike carechiſing might neither be too te- 
dious, nor intrench uponthetime allotted for other exerciſes, as pray=- 
ing, reading, expounding, preaching, 8&c. nor yet the examination 
of others for want of time; be wholly omitted; as alſo by their own 
endeavours at home to help on this work: and likewiſe to contribute 
their aſſiſtance in perſwading others to the ſame willingnefſe. As for 
thoſe who were more eminent, but yet needed inſtruftion, he laboured 
both by his own per{ſwafion andthe perſwaſion of others, to work in 
them a willingneſſe to repair to him in private at convenient times, 
that by conferences with them, and friendly diſcourſe in a familiar and 
gentle manner, he might bring them to ſuch a ſufficiency of know- 
ledge, as was neceffary tor their own ſalvation. 
| Andthe bctterto per[wade people toawillingneſſe thus to receive |z;. orudent 

inſtrution, he uſed by way of encouragement, (eſpecially to thoſe of | ctaruy. 

the meaner ſort) togive Bibles to ſuch ascould read, andfive ſhillings 
in mony to ſuch as could not, when they attained ſuch a meaſure of 
knowledge, as that they were judged fir to partake of the Lords Sup- 
per, And ſuch like rewards and incouragements heufed to beſtow on 
others, as he ſaw occafion, furniſhing them with books and writings, 
and otherwiſe encouraging them according as they ſhould manifeſt 
theirdiligence in gaining and improving their knowledge. All which. 
the generationto come, and the children yetunborn may have cauſeto 
bleſſe God for, whenthey ſhall receive the benefits thereof, communi- | 
cated from their Parents to them, while others do as much as in 
them lies, intail ignorance andatheiſme upon their poſterity.

| He was careful alſo to catechiſe his family ewice every week, and | 
likewiſe on Friday and Satturday to require an account from them of 
&- | the Sermons preached the Lords day before, which he then repeated to

Baving alſo while he was at Aſwel, the ſonnes of divers conſider- 
able perſons ofthe Nobility and Gentry, ſojourning in his houſe, for 
their better education in Religion and Learning, (he maintaining in his 
houſe an Affiſtant as a Schoolmaſter to teach them) he required of 
them the like account in catechiling and repetitions as of his own} 
ſervants. 

He had alſodaily after dinner and ſapper a chapter read by one of 
thoſe Gentlemen in courſe, and he whoſe turn wasto read, was requi- | 
red alſo, afterhe had read, to repeat the ſubſtance out of his memory, 
which (by conſtant cuſtome) they had attained an ability ro perform | 
very exaQly; after which himſelfuſed to go overthe ſame briefly, by

| Beſide this, he required his ſervants, after every meal, to have 
ſome portion of Scripture read amongſt them, or ſome other reli- 
gious Treatiſe concerning the fundamentals of Religion, if not 
both, 

But eſpecially he was careful that all his family ſhould ſanQifie the 
Sabbath-day. And therefore would not ſuffer them to be imployed 
latethe night before about their ordivary employments, but cauſed 
them to conclude ſooner then on other days, that they might not be 
indiſpoſed for the duties of the day following; And on the Sabbath- 


or vainly, no nor in any unneceflary preparations of diet or the like, 
but only of ſuch and ſo much as was necefſary for their comfortable 
refreſhmentthat day z but would have them ſpend the whole day as 


or Private, inſomuch that if he bad known of any diſh that had kept 
any of his ſeryants from attending onany of Gods ordinances, he would 
not at all eat of it. 

And for better ſantifying of that day, he was careful not only to 
perform private dutics in his family, as Prayer, reading, ſinging of 
Pſalms, &c, but alſo when he went to the publike Ordinances, he 
would call all his family together cogo along with him, that ſo they 
might be preſent atthe whole ſervice of God.And the in evening of the 
day, hercquired ofall his ſervants, and the young Gentlemen that ſo- 
journed with him, anaccount of ſuchportions of Scripture as had been 
read in publikez and as they recited particular paſſages thereof, he 
gave brief expoſitions of them, and obſervations from them: preſ- 
ſing them to meditate in private of what they heard read in pub- 


| de this great care of his family joyntly, he was alſo frequent in 
giving them perſonal counſel and direQion in the ways of God, exhor- 
ting chem alſo to adaily conſtancy in the performance of ſecret duties 
berween God and their own foul; ſo that fcarce any family enjoyed 
the h_ meaſure of helps and encouragements in the ways of holi- | 
nefle. 

His exa@ walking in his own ſecret devotion, was alſo exceedingly 
remarkable. He was a man much in Communion with God. Twice 
.every day he was in ſecret a Suiter at the Throne of grace, and oftner, 
235any particular occaſion was offered, He would very ſeldome enter. 
upon any buſineſſe, eicher by himſelf, or with others without firſt ſeek-' 
ing of God, He did often fer days apart to humble himſelf in ſecret: 
| by faſting and prayer, according as cither publike or particular occa= 
fions did ſeem tocall for its as alfoin ſolemn Thankſgivings,for mer- 
cies received, whether publike or private.

| day by himſelf read ſome part both of the Old and New Teſtament,

read, whereof he hath left behind him many hundred ſheers written in | 


Characters, He was fothroughly acquainted with it, that it was not 
ealie to name a chaprer or verſe, bur he would preſently tell the Con- 
cenrs of itz norto name any ſentence of Scripture,but he could preſemly 
tell in what chapter and verſe it was ro be found; yea ſcarce any 
particular caſe could fall out in pratice, but that he would be 
able to ſhew what particular direQtions the Word of God afforded 
for ir, 

He was alſoa great obſerver of Providence, and took ſpecial notice 
how the Providences of God, and the Word of God did conſtantly a- 
gree rogether. And from hence was able to give very near corje- 
ures, if notevident predifions in many caſes, what God was about 
to do, and what good or evil events were likely to come to paſſe; 
by comparing preſent a&ions with ſuch Precedents as he had 
before obſerved, in the Providences and Word of God in like 
calcs. 
| And as he was very careful to order all his ations according to his 
conſtant rule, of being ſubſervient to the glory of God and the, good 
of ſouls, ſo that even his journeys, viſirs,difcourſes,and familiar conver- 
ſes with'any, were not undertaken without a ſpecial eye hereunto;{odid 
he alſo keep an exa&account of what had paſſed; every night before 
his going to reſt, ſetting down in writing (in his uſual CharaRer,) 
the paſſages of that day, what ations or diſcourſes he had been em- 
ployed in, what ſuccefles or diſappointments, what merctes or crofles 
he met withal, and what failings he obſerved in himſelf: all which he 
ſurvayed again at the end of every week, writing down the chief 
paſſages of that week, and ſofrom monerh to moneth, and yeare to 
yeare. By means whereof he was throughly acquainted wich his own 
ſpiritual condition, and did maintain a conſtant exa&nefle and even 
walking with God ; which being ſo uniform might perhaps by ſome 
be the leſſe obſerved ; like as the Sunnes conſtant brightneſſe proda- 
ceth leſſ: admiration then ſome blazing ſtarre that appeareth bur 
for a while, men uſually more admiring things rare then excel- 
lent, 

In the year 1632. he was by the Univetſiry of Cambridge made one 
of th2 Uaiverſiry-Preachers(having proceeded Batchelor of Divinity a- 
bout two years before ;) A matter of honour and repute, rather then

ſteady judgement, and a good ability freely to expreſſc himſelf, In 
matters of deliberation he manifeſted much Integrity and Chriſtian 
wilcdome; in matters of debate, whether about Doctrine or Diſcipline, 
he diſcovereda great ſagacity in ſearching our the true ſenſe of Scrip- 
ture, aclear judgementand ſtrength of reaſon, as well 1n the accurate 
ſtating of queſtions for debate, as in confirming the truch and diffal- 
| ving objections againſt irs in all, agreat meaſure of Zeal, Picry, and 
Prudence All which procured him much reverenceand eſteem from 
the reſt of his brethren, who judged his preſence and aſſiſtance a very 
great help and advantage in that difficult work, and bewailed his death 
as an unſpeakable loſle, 
| His judgement was known to be for the Presbyterian Government , 
The principles whereof he did throughly underſtand, and was well 
able to defend, and was a very great inſtrument for the promoting of 
ir. Yet in twothings he was at firlt much unſatisfied , bur by the de 
bates of the Aſſembly did profcſſc himſelfe to receive fatisfattion in 
both. | 

One was concerning the Divine-Right of ruling Elders, wherein| 
he afterwards profeſſed himſelfto be fally convinced, principally by 
theauchority afthoſe rwo places, 1 Cor. 12428. (where Government 
is attributed to a diſtin& rank of officers inferiour to teachers,) 
and 1 Tim. 5. 17. which implycth, that thereare other Elders which 
rule well, befde thoſe that labour inthe Ward and Doctrine. 

The other was, whether there ought notto be continued in the 
Church, an office ſuperiour ta that of Presbyters ; For although he 
| did not approve of the Hierarchical Government, as it was of late eſta- 
bliſhedand practiſed amongſt us : yet fince it is confeſled that Timorhy 
and Trtu5 a5 Evangelifts did exerciſe an authority, ſuperiour. to that of 
ordinary Presbyters, the obje& of which authority ſcemed to be of 
perpetual continuance inthe Church, it ſeemed probable to him, that 
the office alſoof an Evangeliſt was no extraordinary office, but ought | 
won tobe continued in the Church, But hereunto he reccived ſatisfa- 
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ion, principally trom hence, that in caſe the Holy Ghoſt had intend- 
ed the continuance of that office, he would withal have deſcribed the 
work and qualification of perſons fit for it, and taken ſome courſe for 
continuing the ſucceſſion thereof, as is done in thatof Elders and Dea- 
cons 3 Butthis being wholly omicred, there being no more extant in 
that kind rhen concerning the A poſtolical office, the power of working 
miracles, &c. We arerather to eſteem that office as well as theſe to 
be extraordinary, and but of a temporary continuance, expiring with 
the perſons. 

| Beingthus called to attend the Aſſembly at Weſtminſter, he wasfor- Hs #* gel 
cedto intermit his ordinary reſidence at Aſwel; being able only Nog 
exerciſe fuch a care of them as might be performed ar a diſtance, and 

by making occaſional journeys thither as he could obtain opportuni- 
ties ſorodo : But the ordinary exerciſe of the miniſterial work there, 
rogether with the profits of the place, he put overtoa godly and ablc 
Divineto be performedin his abſence , reſerving notwithſtanding his 
tirletothe place, not knowing how ſoon God might afford him oppor- 
runity of returning to them again. | 

But, unwilling to intermit the exerciſe of his miniſterial fun&tion ; 
he did at firſt preach occaſionally (as he was. requeſted,) in divers 
Churches in and about Zonaoy, reſolving notwithſtanding with- 
in himſelf, roaccept of the firſt invitation for the conſtant exerciſe 
thereof. by 

And accordingly being ſoon after requeſted by the inhabitants of Hischoiſeto | 
Dukes-place in London ,(who were thendeſtitute of a Miniſter) ro preach , P#*-#lace. 
amongſt rhem : he did (notwithſtanding their inability to raiſe any, 
conſiderable maintenance, which might invite him) willingly accept of "IA 
that employment, 

This work he performed amongſt them with much faithfulncſle and 
diligence; as well by publike reading, praying and preaching amongſt Hisgreatpains 
them twice every Lords day, and at other times as there was occaſion | 
as alſo by adminiſtring the Sacraments, publike catechiling, and expo- | 
ſition of ſuch portions of Scriptnre as were read amongſt them; and 
likewiſe (as his cuſtome had been elſewhere) by more private ac-| 
quaintance and converſe with them in their families, whereby he | 
might bethe better able to afford perſonal dire&ions, and other mini- | | 
ſterial helps tothem, as their ſeveral conditions might require, All 
which was performed with ſo much Meeknefle, Wiſedome and Pity, 
and accompanied with ſuch a bleſſing from God, asthat it madea very 
great impreſſion on them fortheir good, and was entertained by them 
with much approbation and affeEion, they being ambirious who ſhould | - o

Bur this conſideration did not at all prevail with him ; who regard- 
ed the work more then the wages; for alrhough he doubted not bur 
chat both Religion and Reaſon did require a comfortable and honour- 
able maintenance for thoſe that laboured inthe work of the Miniſtry , 
yet for his own part he was willing to deny himlſclf in that particu-f 
lar, if ſodoing might ought advance the ſervice of God. And ſomuch 
the rather, becauſebeing a Barchelour, and intending fo to continue,

nor atall addiRted to pompous vanities or exceſle, either in diet or ap- 
parel (in both ot which he was exceedingly moderate) he had the 
lefſe need of being (ollicitous in getting riches ; being indeed much 
more tollicitous, how (like a faithful {teward,) ro diſpoſe and order 
what he had, as might be moſt for Gods honour and fervice,then how 
to encrealſc it. 
Yethis removal being much prefled upon grounds of another na- 


ture; He did atiength with the approbation of thoſe concerned on 


by divers ofthe moſt eminent of his reverend and godly brethren of 
the Aſſembly ; whom he did frequently deſire that they would wholly 
lay aſide the conſideration of mainrenance, and deliver their judge- 
ments, what in other conſiderations they judged to be moſt agreeable 
ro Gods will and his duty. 

Hereupon, they to whom the matter was referred, meeting ſeveral 
times about ir, and hearing at large what could on either fide be al- 
ledged either ſor his ſtay or removal ; after mature deliberation had, 


alide the conſideration of maintenance, yer 1a regard of the eminency of 
the place, the greatnefſe of the Auditory, the many perſons of qualicy 
reſiding there, and the great need of inſtruion to thoſe of an inferiour 
rank, many of whom were extreamly ignorant (by reaſonthat amongſt 
{uch a great multitude of people,there had in former times been fo great 
a ſcarcity of preaching) together with divers other reaſons of the like 
nature, which did more then countervail what could be alledged on 
the other hand, his obligations alſo to thoſe of Dukes-piace not being 
| abſolute ; rhey judged ir molt fir that he ſhould leave Dakes-place, and 
undertake that charge at Weſtmmſter. 

To this their refolutica he conſented, yer with this Proviſo, that 
thoſe of Dukes-place ſhould be firſt provided of an able faithful Paſtor 
to ſucceed him, being utterly unwilling to leave them deſtitute. And 

| accor- 
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accordingly, having prevailed with Maſter Thomas Young, (ſince Do- 
Qor in Divinity, and maſter of Feſws Colledge in Cambredge) to ſuc- 
ceed himthere, (who was alſo an eminent member of the Aſſembly: 
of Divines, aman of great learning, of much Prudence and Piety, 
and of greatability and fidelity in the work of the Miniſtry) he took 
his leave of them: commending them to the grace of God, and the 
pious care of his ſaccefſor: raking on him the charge of thoſe belonging 
eo = new Church in Weſtminſter, and was the firſt Paſtor of that 
Church. 

He was here alſo eminently fairhful and laborious in the work of the 
Miniſtry , in publike praying, reading, expounding, preaching, ad» 
miniſtring the Sacraments, and catechifing, with brief and clear expo- 
ftions and confirmations of the principles of Religion, as had been his 
uſual cuſtome in other places. Befide which he was alſo one of the ſe- 
ven, that by appointment of Parliament didcarry on thar daily morning oy 
Le&ture at the Abby-Church z inſomuch that it ſeems almoſt a miracle, Hisgraatpain 
that ſo weak a body as his ſhould poffibly be able todo ſo much as con- 
ſantly he performed,continuing oftimesto ſpeak in publike for the ſpace 
of fix or eight houres on a Sabbarh-day, beſide much time ſpent in more 
private exerciſes of Prayer, Reperitions,8&c. in the family z -yer when 
his friends have perſwaded him to favour himſelf, judgivg ſo much 
pains to be more then hus body could endure ; His anſwer hath been, 
thar his ſtrength would ſpend of ir ſelfthough he did nothing; and fe 
could nor be better ſpent then in Gods ſervice. Yea ſo far was he 
from favoring himſelf in this kind, that it was a rule with him 
which he conſtantly obſerved, never to favour himſelt by declining 
any miniſterial exerciſe which he was requeſted to perform, whether 
in publike or private, if he were poſſibly able to perform ir. 

Neicher did he here negle&, what had been his conſtant praQice 
elſewhere, to afford private afliitance to thoſe of his flock and o- 
rhers, as he had opportunity. But whar time he could gain from the 
more publike affuirs of the Aſſembly, he ſpent for the moſt part in 
ſich duties, not willingro loſe an houre which could be imployed in 
doing good. And tothis end, beſide that free acceſſe that perſons of | 
all ranks might have untohim, as they had occaſion, he ſpent much 
time in viſiting them at their own families, tro communicate ſome ſpiri. | A faithful Py- 
tual goodrothem, as direfions, conſolations . and encouragements | * 
inthe ways of Godlinefſe, which made his company both very profit- 
able and much defired. Hereby, beſides others, very many confider- 
able families of the Nobility and Gentry, (whoſe pra&ice common- 
ly hath agrear influence on others) were much quickned and encoura- 
gedin the viſible praQice of Godlinefſe, and the power of Religion, 
which thereby was much improveds And very many of them are 
ready upon all occaſions, to profefſe thatit was their great happineſle 
to be acquainted with him, and bewail the want of it as a great 
lofle. His amiable, 


And he was hereunto the more fitted, for that he'was naturally of a poſition, 
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rowardsinferiaurs, and thoſe of mean rank, eſpecially it he diſcovered

advice becameſo much the more effeQual. To which we may adde

he mer with-it.' - Hereby he gained -much love and affeftion from 


of quality rowham he was related and allied, by reafon whereof he 
was well qualified with ſuch accompliſhments as might render his 
company acceptable, as knowing well how to give due reſpect toall, 
according. as their places and conditiuns did require, and yet to pre-

_ In thatgreat ordinance.of the Lords Supper, which 1ntheſe broken 
and diſtracted times hath been in many places wholly laid atide, and 
in many more too, much neglected ;.. he took -much! care and pains 
how. to manage that great buſinefle, ſo as might be neither diſpleaſing 
ro God, nor jultly offenſive rogood men. by hs 
.... Thedifficulry.;herein hath been, nor concerning, the manner of ad- 
miniſtration, which hath afforded.lefle matter of conteſt, but concern- 
ing the perſons that might be judged fit to be admitted thereunto : 
-which ro many, men hath been/atrended with 1ſo, much perplexity, 
that they have apprehended a necefiity of a total intermiſſion, and al- 
.moſt an impoſſibility of adminiſtring | in any.tolerable manner ; while 
on the one hand they durſt not promiſcyouſly admit all, (by reafon of 
the great ignorance of many, - and the protanneſle. or looſenetle of o- 


Government inthe Church, whereby this great difhiculty might in 
ſome meaſure be removed : Till atlength, throughthe long intermil(- 
fon of this ordinance, thoſethatare profane and carnal begin to flight 
and ſcorn ir, and thoſe of better principles dotoo 'tnuch abate in their 
affections toit; And that remedy, which though late, began at length 
tobe applyed, in beginning to eſtabliſh the Presbyrerian Governmeat, 
bath been yer ſo much defeQive'in want of power, and ſo much expo- 
ſedto ſcornand reproach, which. men of profane or turbulene ſpirits 
caſt upon it, either from principles;of protanenefle, 'or of ſeparation, 
or from ſome other bitter root: which renders men unwilling to have 
theirluſts, errors, unlawtul liberties, or licentious courſes in any kind 
whatſoever to be checked or contradicted ; thatthe matter is novy al- 
moſt grown deſperate, unlefſe God will be pleaſed in ſpecial favour, to 
afford ſome unexpeRted remedy, |. - 

Herein this holy man did manifeſt a great meaſure of ſingular Pru- 
denceand. Piety,. wiſely avoiding both rocks ; Neither .rotally omit- 
ting the Celebration of the Sacrament, nor yer promiſcuouſly admitr-

thers ;) and yetonthe other hand ſaw not how they. might be able, 
(for want of authority) to debar any : waiting ſtill for the ſetling of a

aſſured, 
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aſſured, and whoſe lives, ſo far as he could difcern,' were unblame- , 
ableand free from ſcandal. And this he did, not only of late years, bur 
even formerly, from his firſt undertaking a Paſtoral charge; at what| - 
time it may well be ſuppoſed, to have been athing both of greater dif- 
ficu'ty and danger, then of late years, to keep off unworthy receivers 
from profamng that holy Ordinance. 

In order hereunto, his firſt work was toabate, as much as mightbe, 
the number of ignorant people, by perlwading them to be willing to 
receive in{truf1o7, which with much care and diligence he was ready 
roafford untothem, in ſuch ways as is before expreſſed : Which though 
a difficult work, was yet carried on with ſo great ſuccefſe, through 
Gods bleffing on his indeavours, that in his Pariſh of 4ſhwel, where 
was no ſinall number of people, he had in a ſhort time brought them | 
ro ſogreat a mealure of knowledge, that there was either none or ve: _ 
ry few, either old or young, who were notable to givea good account | 
of the principles of Religion, | 
When he had once prevailed with them to be ſo far ſenfible of 
thcir own ignorance, as to be willing and defirous to learn, it was: 
' then no hard matter to per{wadeſuch of their own accord to forbear 
a while, till they had artained ſo much knowledge as that they might 
come with comfortz which, would be ſo much the ſooner, accor. 
ding as they were more diligent in labouting to attain know- 
ledge. | | 
When they had attained a competent meaſure of knowledge, if | 
' their lives were anſwerable, and not obnoxious to juſt exception, or | 
at leaſt, they willing to redrefle what was amiſſe, and ready to follow | 
ſuch good advice and dire&ions, as were given them for the ordcring: 
their converſations aright rowards God and man ; there was then no 
reaſon why they ſhould be longer debarred, but rather ſuch good be- | 
| ginnings cheriſhed and incouraged; yet with cautions frequently in- | 
culcated to be beware of hypocriſic and formality, and not to | 
| reſt in theſe beginnings, bur to prefle forward to perfection. 

Bur in caſe chey did cither obſtinately ,refuſe inſtraion, or not- | 
withſtanding their knowledge, were ſcandalous and incorrigible, or | 
ſuch asin point of converſation he could not judge fit to be admutted 
to that ordinance : Then probably they would either be found fuch 
as were obnoxious to ſuch {candals as might endanger a more publike 
proſecution, andſo durit not be refracory ; orelſe by the conviction 
of their own conſcienc?s, when the danger of unworthy receiving 
ſhould be laid opento them ; or by friendly perſwafions from him- 
ſelf or others: or by the reverenceand awe of his holy and grave car- | 
riage, and miniſterial authority, backed with the concurrence of others 
amongſt them, eminent for worth and Piety , or for fear of being 
ſhamed in caſethey ſhould be openly reproved or refuſed in the 
face of the Congregation, orupon ſome other the like conſideration , 
would be perſwadedto forbear incaſe he judged them as yer unfit ro 
be admitted to thar ordinance; So that ſcarce any whom he judged | 
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utterly unfir, have ever peremptorily preſſed upon him to partake of 
it. And by thcſe means, even in times of greareſt danger, was | 
he able-to avoid the mixture of profane and unworrhy perſons ar the 


Hereunto his naturally courteous and affable diſpoſition did much 
conduce, whereby he could with the more eaſe, gain accefſe both to] 
the perſons and affections ofall ſorts ofpeople : together with an ex- 


fingular Prudence and indefarigable induſtry, enabled him happily to 
carry on that difficult work, which might otherwiſe ſeem almoſt 10» 
ſupcrable. 
And by the ſame courteous and prudent carriage he obtained a like | 
intereſt inthe afe@ions of his people both at D»kes-place and Weſtmn-' 
fer : Infomuch as thoſe who were fit to be admitred to thar Sacra- | 
ment, were either otherwiſe ſufficiently known to him, by his con-: 
verſing with them, or elſe would willingly upon that occafton approve 
themſelves to him, both in point of knowledge and converſation; 
And others who were unfit, nor carcd to attain a fitneſle for it, would 
rather of their own accord forbear, then venture the hazzard of bein 
refuſed; By means whereof, himſelf and ſome hundreds of godly per- 
 fons who did communicate with him, could with great comfort joyne in! 
that holy Communion and Fellowthip. = 
On the 11. of 4przl, inthe year 1644. he was conſtituted Maſter of 
Ducens Colledge in Cambridge by the Earle of Mancheſter, then 
employed by Ordinance of Parliament, for rhe reforming of that Uni. 
verſity. 
He ada oreat influence upon the general Reformarion of that Uni- 
verſity, and by his advice and courcel did very much help forward 
that work, exciting alloand e1icouraging others therein, notwirhſtand. 
ing the difhculties 1n the way that were repreſented as almoſt invin- 
ciblez aud did improve all thar intereſt” which he had, both in thar 
noble and religions Earle of Manchefter, and in the Aſſembly of Di- 
vines, (who were togive their approbationto all ſuch as ſhould be pur 
into the places of ſuch as were ejected in that Univerſity, whether Ma- 
ſters or Fellows,) that all poſſible care and circumſpeRtion might be 
uſed, that ſuch only as were both learned and religions, might be 
commended to, or approved tor thoſe places, leaſt, in ſtead of thoſe 
that were caſt out, others as bad as they ſhould ſucceed them, as well in 
their vices as their places, 

But more eſpecially in reference to that place, to the Government 
whereof he was deſigned (whereof alſo he had formerly been a Fellow) 
it cannot cafily be beleeved how exceeding circumſpe he was, how 


joyne with him in the Government, thatthey might be learned, pious, 
and unanimous. The happy effec of which care, in ſo quiet and 
peaceable eſtabliſhment of that ſociety, as could not cafily beexpect- 
ed infotroubleſome a time, was tothe greataſtoniſhment and amaze- 


cautious and wary in the choiſe of thoſe who (as Fellows) were to| 
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ment of all, evenof thoſe that hated them ;- and hath had a very great 
influence upon that happy and flouriſhing: condition thereof ever ſince. 
W hat his aime was in that place; did continually. appear by his con- 
ſtant expreſſions and Prayers, which founded of nothing more then 
the advancement of Religion and Learning : And he was as true ro 
thoſe expreſſions in his continued indeavoursand aRings. 

His firlt and main care. was,the advancementof Religionand prafti- 


provemenr of time 1n other things could not well be' wanting. This made 
him extraordinary ſollicitous tor the conſtant prefence of the whole ſoci- 
ety atthe publike worſhip of God; which he did carefully look to when 


ie was preſcnt amongſt rhemy andwas uſually one of the laſt things he 
gave in chargeto all the Students when his more publike employments ar 
the Aﬀembly called him away, and whereof he was very inquiſitive 
in his abſence. Hertook care alſo for the conſtant inſtruction, not onl 

of the young Schollers, but likewiſe of all the Colledge-ſervantsin the 
principles of Religion. The exerciſes of Common-places or Sermons 
1nthe Chappel, which had formerly been in uſe, only- in Term-time, 
he cauſed to be continued weekly all the year : Befides which, when 
he was preſent in the Colledge, he. did frequently birmſclf, either 


the ſeveral converſations of the particular perſons in the Colledge, as 
well by his own inſpection and obſervation while he was preſent, as 


them perſonal counſel and direQion in private. Conſonant hereunto 
was alſo the carcot the particular Fellows, who beſide the inſtru&ion 


Prayers every night, and to reperirion of Sermons on the Lords day. 
Byall whichthe practice of Religion was much promoted, 

His next care was for the adyancement of Learning; which he en- 
deavoured to promote by his frequent exhortations and. encouraging 
all ro diligence ia their ſtudies, and conſcionable improving their time 
and opportuniries; as alſo by requiring the conſtant performance of 
publike exerciſes by perſons ofall ranks; and exciting the Fellows to 
a diligent inſpection, as well jointly overthe Colledge in general, as 
ſeverally over their ownPapils in particalar for the ſame ends. 

On the ſame groundalſo he took care to have the Colledge-Li- 


mony for thatend, and perſwading others alſo to do the like ; And 
ſome dues payableto the Colledge, which formerly uſed ro be em- 
ployed in feaſting, were by his means converted to a better uſe, in buy- 
ing of ſuch books, which might feed the minds, both of the preſent (0+ 
cicty, andthoſe thar ſhall ſucceed. 


He beſtowed alſo a conhiderable part of his profits there, upon the 
yearly m1intenance of poor Schollers, and ar his death he gave a con- 
| fiderable ſumme of money for the ſame purpoſe, ro be diſpoſed of by 
rhe preſent ſociety to ſuch as ſtood inneed,

admitted to a Schollarſhip or Fellowſhip in the Colledge, till they did; 
firſt approve themſelves for learning by a publike trial or examination, 
for two or three days ſucceſſively 1n the audience of the whole Col- 
ledge, which hath already produced very good effects forthe improye- 


any ſollicited him for preferment of their friends, his conſtant anſwer

[nhis abſence from them his mind was till preſent with them 


and morecareful ofthem, then moſt Heads of houſes are when they 
are preſent : For by reaſon of thar ſweet harmony and agreement be- 
twixt himſclfandthe Fellows , he had conſtantly fairhful intelligence 
of all affairs, and did communicate his counſel and advice therein ; 
Making the good of the Colledge, (as he was wont to call it) his 
Maenacira, by reaſon whereof that Colledge hath flouriſhed in a ve- 
ry eminent manner; And I may fafely ſay, withour prejudiceto af, that 
ſcarce any ſociety in either Univerſity, ſince the late Reformition, 
both tor the general improvement of Religion and Learning, and the 
| unanimos harmony amongſt themſelves, have been comparable here- 
unto; yea ſogreat was that unanimity and reciprocal affeRion, be-| 
tween him and the ſociety, that ſcarce ever any Head of a ſociety 
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was taken from them with more general ſorrow. 
| Beſide what hath been already ſaid, much more might be added, 
concerning thegreat worth of this eminent ſervant of God z much 
of which hath been already penned by himſelf in thar ſmall Tra 
Qtate, Of making Religion ones buſineſſe, together with the Appendix 
applied to the calling of a Miniſter, (which with other ſmall Tra&s are 
' printed together with this citle Memorials of Godlineſſe and Chriſtianity.) 
| wherein you may readatrue charaQter of his thoughts, as well as his 
| ations, of which I ſhall only adderhisz That his conſtant prafice 
was ſo exaaly conſonant ro the ſtri& principles, that are there 
exprefled, as can hardly be beleeved by thoſe that have not 
ſeen it, 
| He was a man indeed of a very publike ſpirit, and wholly laid 
| himſelf out for God: And therefore, though: he were ready to deny 
' himſelf and condiſcend freely, where his own intereſt was only con- 
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Gods glory , reſerving his hear to encounter (in, 


| Hencewas it, that notwithſtanding his natural meekneſſe, he ated 


free and reſolute expreſſions of himſelf (yet with humility, meeknes, 
and ſobriery) inpreaching at the Cathedral Church at Canterbary,” in

forethem ſuch things as were notoriouſly araifſe, (yer for the moſt part 


take notice of it, not the people 3) which, though irprocured him ſome 
trouble and oppoſition, yet he did nor for that abate of his courage 
and reſolution, In like manner when he was to preach at the Biſhop 
of Lincolns Viſitation at Hitchin, hewent thither with a reſolution to 
ſpeak fully and freely againſt the corrupt innovations then in praRice, 
whatever might be the itſue ; and did accordingly perform it, though 
he were ſenſible of the grear danger of ſo doing. The like reſolution 
he manifel!ed in the queſtion about the Sabbath, when oppoſition 
was made againſt the Perpetuity thereof, and the morality of the 
fourth Commandment, a matter wherewith his heart was deeply af- 
fetted, asbeing a oy affrontro the Majeſty and Authority of God 
the thoughts whereof ſeemed to be continually in his mind, as was evi- 
dent by his prayers, diſcourſes, counſels and endeavours ; and parti- 
cularly by chat claborate diſcourſe, which he, in conjuntion with thar 
judicious, learned, and pious Divine Maſter Daniel Cawdrey, publiſh- 


were long ago fitted for the Preffe, and want bur invitations of publiſh- 
ing, which might encourage the Stationer toundertake the charge;) 
And tMeretore whenreading che book for ſporrs on the Lords day, 
bowing tothe Altar, reading the Service-book there, &c, wereurged, 
he was molt reſolure againſt them, refolving rather to loſe all, and 
ſuffer any thing thento comply therein, and with that reſolution went to 
che Arch-biſhops viſitation at Weltng held by Sir 10hn Lambe, where yet 
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| preſence of the Dean and Prebends, wherein he ſpared not toler be- 


exprefſing in Latin what didchicfly concern them, that they might. 


cerned ; yet was he zealous and tenacious in things that concerned | 


inthe things of God with much courage and reſolution ; As in thoſe| 
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cdtothe world, entituled Vindicie Sabbath! ;, (the latter parts whereof 
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he found, beyond expeRation, rather a connivence at him,then an en-| 


forcement thereof, And the like he did concerning the Convocation- 
Oath ia the new book of Canons, in the year. 1640, which he vi- 
gorouſly oppoſed, and took a great deal of pains in evincing the un- 
lawfulneſle thereof. 

It is well knownalſo what freedome and faithfulnefſe he hath uſed 
in reference to the publike affairs, as well in his ordinary Sermons at 
the New Church, the 4bby, and Margarets in Weſtminſter, (ro which 
places the greareſt number of Parliament men did uſually refort,) as in 
thoſe by ſpecial order preached to one or both Houſes of Parliament, 
(lome of which aretobe ſeen in print) where he ſpared not to declare 
fully and plainly what God expected from them, and freely ro reprove 
what was amiſſe. For(as he was wont to ſay) he didnot in that place 
preach BEFORE them, (# coram Judice) but TO them (autboritativt) 


ſuperiour to him in other regards, yer he was in that place ſuperiour to 
them, asaQting in Gods name; and therefore would not be afraid to 
ſpeak whatever was the Will of God that he ſhould tell them, notwith- 
ſtanding any diſpl-aſure or danger which might by this means befal 

him for ſo doing, 
| And upon this conſideration, we may look upon it as a wiſe Pro- 
vidence of God, ſo ſeaſonably to take him away a little before thoſe 
oreattranſaions about the change of Government z which were ſo 
diredly contrary to his deliberate andſetled judgement, that he would 
certainly have thought ithis duty to Speak much more then others would 
endure to Heer. For although his judgement was clear for the law- 
fulnefſe of Defenſive Arms (which was the Parliaments caſe as it was 
firſt ſtated) as doth fully appearin that Treatiſe, entituled, Scripture 
and Reaſon pleaded for Defenſive Arms (wherein himſelf of all ochers 
had the greateſt hand-) yer was as peremptory againſt Offenſive 
Arms orattewpting the Kings life, whoſe perſon he judged ſacred and 
inviolable, andhath oft exprefſed himſelf to that purpoſe, thatin cafe 
this ſhouldever come to be the queſtion (which he hoped he thould 
never ſee) he thought himſelf bound in conſctence by ſpeaking, 
preaching, and otherwiſe, to oppoſe it ro the utmoſt of his power, 
whatever danger he might incurre by fo doing ; which zeal of his, 
though at that crime it were liketo have prevailed very little with men 
otherwiſe reſolved, yet it might have proved an occafion of much 
hurtro. himſelf, and therefore God in wiſcdome and mercy thought 
200d toexcuſe himthat piece of ſervice. 
He was in his converſationa man of much temperance and ſobriety; 
In his diet he abſtained from ſtrong drink altogether ; wine he drank 
very ſparingly, fo farforthonly asthe neceſſities of nature did require ; 
and did uſually content himfelt ro eat bur of one diſh ar a meal, and 
chat none of the daintieſt, even when he had more before him : In his 
apparel he did neither affe&t tro be gay nor coſtly, but decent, nor 
to ſpend time inneedlefie curioſity in dreffing ; As for Recreations, he 
[carce 
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ſcarce uſed any, bur in ſtead thereof refreſhed himſelf withthe Chriſtian 
converſe of friends ; accounting time ſo precious thar he would redeem it 
not only from ſports, but from ſleepal 
would permlr. 

He was neither waſtful nor covetous, but vety liberall z doing 
many acts of charity ( beſide what hath been mentioned before) to ſuch 
as ſtood in need ; beſtowing plenteous releif, according as he was able, 
both by his own hands & the hands of others, ſothat thoſe who received 
it knew not ofttimes whence it came. And when thateminent work of 
charity was on foot in Cambridge while he was fellow of Queens Co/ledee, 
whereby divers young Scholers who were forced by reaſon of the 
wars to flic out of Germany, eſpecially ofthe Palatinate, were ſent for 
hither and educared partly inthe Univerſitie, and partly under able and 
godly divines in the country, whereby they might be fitted to doe God 
and their country ſervice {when God ſhould give them opportunity to 
return ) haveing here been educated in the knowledge of our language 

and the way of practical Preaching, which hath been nowhere more 
| eminent then in England, (which work ſucceeded beyond expefaticn) 
he was one of the great aQtors therein, and did contribute liberally 
thereunto. The like afliſtance alſo he afforded to divers Hungarians, 
Tranfilvanians and other ſtrangers} who came oyer-into Ezeland for the 
ſame reaſon. _ : 

Thetime of his fickneſſe was not long; for having ſpent much of 
his natural ſtrength inhis conſtant labours inthe ſervice of God, there 
was the lefſe work for ſfickneſſetodo; His deportment therein was ho- 
ly and heavenly; His humility, faich, patience, and ſubmiſſion to

LESDPNY aptto learn, that the Schoolmaſter prevailed with his 


Parents, (though of low eſtate) to continue him ſchol- 
I:r chere, till he was fitted for the Univerſity. Gods Providence by 
means of friends, made way for his placing in Brazen-oſe Colledgein 
Oxford, where he improved very muchin the knowledge of the Arts, 
and he proved a quick diſputanrc. When he was Batchelour of Arts, 
(wanting means for his maintenance to continue longer inthe Univer- 
ſity) he accepted a motion made for his removal intothe Country, 
and was placed in the Lady Cholmleys houſe in Cheſpire, as Tutor to her 
children, where many other children alſo were taught by him. And 
though he came raw and ungrounded 1n Religion (as himſelf was 
wont to expreſſe it) from oxford, yet withina ſhort time there appeared 
(with the increaſe of his ſcholaſtical abilities) the breakings forth of the 
power of Godlineſſe 1n his converſation, unto them who were moſt 
religious and judicious there, who thereupon took him into their 
ſociety for murual cdification in the ways of Gods fear, Whereas 


\reverend Maſter Toh» Foord, whereby he was not a little edi- 
fied. | | 

He had few books, and therefore peruſed the more ſeriouſly ſuch as 
he had under hand, Calvins life publiſhed by Beza, and his Comraen- 
rary upon theiFfalms, made deep impreſſions upon his ſpirit, Growing 
intoacquaincance with the moſt godly people in thoſe parts, who 
{mach lamented the evils of the times, he often affociated with them, 
1 keeping private days of faſting and prayer. Himſelf with ſome 0+ 
© [ther honeſt Chriſtians were often convented to Cheſter, and much 
troubled there, for keeping a Faſt on Aſcenſion day, their fault being 
aggravated bythe Biſhop and his officers, becauſe they faſted upon 
that holy day. As hetooknot up,any opinion or praftice, till he had 
well wcighed it : So was henot much moved.by any trouble which 
aſſaulted him inhis way, When others judged him ripe for the Mini- 
ſtry, he wasnot haſty in adventuring upon that calling, becauſe he was 
ſenſible of the weight thereof, and alſo defirous to fatisfie his confci- 
ence concerning the way of entrance by Epiſcopal ſubſcription. And

Having reſolved(upon the 
encouragement given by judicious Divines) to enter intothe Miniſtry, 
when God ſhould make a faire way for his admiſſion . without ſub. | 
ſcription, by the interceſſion of friends, he with Maſter 1»}:es Her. | 
ring, (who afterward was famous tor the work of the Lord in Satop, ) 
were made Miniſters by an 1riſh Biſhop, (being occattonally in London, 
with freedome from the forementioned ſnare, About the year 1 61 7

he was called to be Miniſter at Whitmore,(a ſmall village near unto Ncw- 
Caitle in Staffordſhire) where he was entertained into the houſe ot Z4- 
ward Mainwaring Eſquire, a pious and much eſteemed Gentle- 
man. | 
Here he marricda godly wife, whom God had providedas an help 
meer for him, (he himſelf being always a meer ſcholler, neithermuch | 
minding nor intermedling in worldly affairs, beyond the bounds of his 
calling,) by whom he had fix ſons and one daughter, Six of his chil: 
dren were born unto him while he continued in Maſter Ma/nwarines 
family, where he found much love and did much ſervice; for every. 
evening he expounded a portion of Scripture which was read in| 
courſe, and many mornings alſo was helpful in catechiſing of the fa- 
mily, Hither many Miniſters and orhers had often recourſe unto him [ 
forcounſel, where they were always friendly entertained ; and the 
Lord blefſed that family very much, which doth till ſhew much kind- ! 
[\nefſeunto the children of this good man. Afterwards he retaoved 
with his own family unto an houſe which Maſter Manwayring had 
built for him, where he had his ſeventh and laſt child born to him, 
and where he dwelt till his death. | 
He was agreat lover of learning, and therefore laid out in the firſt 
years of his Miniſtry, all the money which he conld ſpare, from-neceſ-! 
ſary expences, inbuying good books, with which hewas ſo well ac- | 
quainted (having both a quick underſtanding and ſtrong memory) | 
that he could readily give an account of all paflages moſt remarkable 
in- them. He had ſo well ſtudied Bellarmines controveriics, that ir is; 
ſcarcely. credible what relation he could make ex tempore of them 
from pointto point z and ſhew from particular to particular, where the 
fallacy and the weaknefſe of his arguments did appear. And the like 
might be truly atteſted inreference unto the 4rminian diſputes, and the 
other Church-Cantroverkes both in former and later times. It was 
his cyuſtome to read over a book, when once he undertook it, and no 
man could be more cautious in entertaining opinions without much 
mature conſideration, having well weighed all arguments produced on 
both fides both for and againſt them ; and wherein his apprehenſions 
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in ſuch ſort, #s might occaſion any diyifion or offence. | 
0b how well had it been with England, if all other men had mana- 
zed their ſtudies aud prafices according to this pattern; for then, ſo many 
ſparks (cried up as new lights) had not been kznaled amongſt us, which being 
blown abroad by pride and ignorance, do threaten to ſet the whoſe world on 
fire.

| {ſcdalfo 1a the afternoon, (ſpending much timerherein, eſpecially in the 
ſummer ſeaſon) after the evening ſermon, he went unto Maſter Ma/nway- | 
rings houte (being near athand,) where herepeated both his Sermons 
and prayed; likewiſe aftcr Supper he had another exerciſe in his own 
family, cquivalent to a Sermon, unto which divers well-affected ofthe 
neighborhood did repair. Theſe his great labours werethe more won - | 
gertul, inthat they were ſoexcellent and ſolid, as many Miniſters and 
Schollars yet living know, who did often frequent rhem. He taught a 
ſchoale alſo (both froma deſire to do good, and that hie might provide 
the more comfortable ſubſiſtence for his family,) having not only 
the children of poorneighbours, (for he refuſed none who were wil- 
ling ro Icarn) but of perſons of better quality ſent unto him, ſome 
whereof were tabled in bis own houſe, and the reſt placed in the 
\ncighbor-hood. Every morning of the fix days in the week, he in- 
ſtrated bisown children and Schollers in the principles of Religion, 
whereby many young ones, (of whom ſome are now Miniſters) were

during his dinner time: and while he was at Supper, other Schollers 
read apiece of Greek, or Latine, (fo exceeding diligent was he in hus- 
banding the ſhreds of time, as he called them) the reſidue of the day, 
till very late, he ſpent in his private ſtudy. 
| And as he was incomparably abſtemious and moderate in the uſe of 
meat, drink, {l:ep, and apparel, ſo he had an admirable command 0- 
ver his paſſions ; forthoſe who moſt conyerſed with him, never ſaw 
inordinate one,or breaches of anger, or other affeQtions in his converſati- 
on. This chara&er was given by a friend who was much with him,

Being asked by 
one who much pretended unto immediate inſpirations beſides Scripture, 
whether he atany time had experience thereof in his own heart; His 
anſwer was this, No, 1 bleſſe God, and if I ſhould ever have ſuch phanta- 
fies, I hope God would give me grace to reſiſt them, 

When there was diſcourſe concerning the new, (or rather the renew- 
ed) errours, which were broached, he would ordinarily ſay, 4 good

ters. His excceding love to ſtudy, and his great modeſty cauſed un- 
willingnefle to go far from home, or to appear publike in any kinde;

him, andpromiſed them one hundred pounds if they brought him : 
He was then ont of town, and had notice by me of their purpoſe; 
a Gentleman being-with him, one Maſter 1ſ7ael Fielding, a trye Iſraelite, 
defired him togo with him to his houſe, within a quarter of a mile of 
Bernards-Caſtle, which was ont of the Biſhops juriſdiction: to 
whom he anſwered, 7 had thought you had been my friend : what ts the de- 
vils greateſt name? 1 anſwered Belzebub. And what (ſaith he) 7s Belze- 
bub? The Maſter of a flie: andif be be but ſo, what are theſe? Midges * : 
I will go therefore ts my people, and let the Devil ao his wor#t. 

So he came and (ent to the Purſivants to come tro him, whenthey 


bad them Keep their diſtance and not come too near him, but if they would 
ao their errand, let them come, for there was his ſuperſedeas.

— | that when he was in journeys he imitated the Lord Chriſt his Maſter, 
Who went about doing good: for in the families whither he came, (if 
there was not opportunity of more publick imployment, wherein he 
mightappear with ſafety inthoſe P:claricaltimes,) he was always rea.

That he would always moſt aptly and affectionately en- 
large himſelfe upon the Sermon lately heard, or the chapter read, by confeſ- 
ſion, complaint, petition, thankſeiving, &c. unto the advantage of them, 
. {wbo joyned with him in that exerciſe. He was indeed a man made up of

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[terings, of which this good old Non conformiſt | had his thare, And 
when every door was bar'd, and no hope left ro enjoy his publike li-

|the Lord) this bright ſtarre did ſer, tothe no little forrow of his dear 
Chriſtian friends, &c.

Afterwards in the latterend of the year 1636. He was propound- 
ed by ſome friends unto Maſter Ru/ice (who was {ent from the Engliſh 
Reformed Church in Amſterdam, unto London, to provide a Miniſter 
to ſucceed maſter John Paget) as a man moſt meet ro underrake that 
place, For the caſe tbere was this,(viz.) Maſter John Pager {whoſe works 
praiſe him in the gate) being through old age, rendred unable 10 nphold hjs 
wonted work inthat Reformed Congregation, was eaſed of bis Paſtoral atien- 
dance there, (thongh the Loras of the City, according to their commendable 
caHome, continued his competent maintenance till his death,) therefore maſter 
Rulice his Colleague , was employed to find out an Aſſiſtant, 

This motion made known to Maſter Herring, was the rather 
hearkened unto, becauſe his ſuſpenſion from preaching was a burthen 
to his ative ſpirit,and he eſpied no ground of hope thar he ſhould ever 
be ſuffered by the Prelates to enjoy his much-detired liberty in Eneland 
any more. Hereupon coming up to London, after much ſceking of 
God, and ſericus conſulting with godly brethren, he was perſwaded 
|rhar this call came from God, and therefore might not be gain- 
ſaid. | 

Now having reſolved (inthe purſuance of this Providence) to leave 
England, amongſt other difficulties to be encountred, he was much at- 
fefred with a double conflict, the one relating unto his manuſcripts, 
the other unto his near and much endeared fiiends. He .had many 
| papers and letters (which he much prized) containing both the ſpiritual 
breathings 'of gracious hearts, and matters of great concernment : 
and thoſe he durſt not adventure ro take with him (tearing a ſearch,) 
nor yet did he judge it ſafe to leave them, becauſe he knew not into 
what hands they might come z thercfore upon advice he burnt many 
writings, though both then and afterwards he did with tears think of 
that Letter martyrdome, (for To he called it,) wherein many of the bet 
thoughts of his deareſt friends were committed to the flames. If this was 
ſo grievous, thenlet the Reader guelle, with whar grief of heart this 
thought was entertained, that now he muſt leave thouſands of his 
precious friends, without any hope cf ſecing their faces ahy more in 
the land of the living. 

And truly hislJabours and his lovely converſation had gained him 
multitudes -of friends, in every country and corner where he was 
known, forno man was more generally and intircly affe&ed, by all 
forts, who feared God, then good maſter Herring. Alrchough it be 
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'not poſſible to give a particular account of the Gentry and Miniſtry; 
| (noſt eminent for Reiigion) who highly prized and heartily loved 
| him, yet the vertuous Lady Margaret Bromley, (who then dwelt at $he- 
riffe Hales in $h:opſhire.) deſerves an honourable remembrance, becauſe 
ſhe was a conſtant and .unparalleFd favourcr of all good miniſters and 
| People being both render-hearted and open-handed towards ſuch who 
ſuff-red under Prelatical preſſures and-otherwiſez and ar her houſe the 
molt famous Miniſters in all neighbour-countries, had hearty wel- 
comes, wi.h manifold ſweet opportunities of ſervice unto God, and 
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of mutual edification, Beſides the trequent ſoul-hclps which the Pa- 
; riſhioners of the Congregation, te which ſhe was related,'had upon 
' SaBbarh-days for her ſake; there were few Holy-days, (days of vacan- 
cy from worldly bulineſles;) in the year, wherein they had norone |

He greatly bewailed 
the obſtructing of Church-rcformation in E-g/and by them, who pro»

| monies; bur King James would none of rbat ſtuffe, breaks up the Par- 
liamerr, and ſers out Proclamations, ſed quid prodeſ# totines regionis ſi- 
lentium, fi aff ettus fremant, people love notto be enforced unto duty, ho- 
mines duct volunt non cogr. 
The Chaplains that attended monethly at the Court, were not am 

bicious of preaching over-often, and ſoa Combination was agreed ori | 
for Preachers before the King, when ever he ſhould lie within twelve | 

miles of Camridze; The King did not deſpair of making Schollers 
his, and therefore uſcd all endeavours to oblige them, eſpecially Cam- | 
bridge men, where a ſeed of Puritans had beena long time ; and though | 
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| thePlains about Royſfon and New-market afforded better winter-game 


then elſewhere, yet Schollers he conceived might be catcht fome- 
times, as well as Hares, and ſo was willing they ſhould preach before 
himz Young men he knew would preach themſelves, omnis oratio 
abcer, aut rem, aut animmum dicentis,he ſhould learn either things or per- 
{ons. | 

By this means it came to Maſter Preſfozs turnto preach before the 
King ar Royſton z he was ſo muftied at Court in Doftor Newcombs buli- 
neſſe that he knew not what to do, could not decline it altogether, for 
that would have expoſed him unto too much obſervation, and yer he 
greatly feared what might befal him in thedoing of it, therefore he 
changed his courſe with one that was to preach a littleafter, and did ir 
very privately, that if his enemies ſhould have deſignes, they might be 
diſappointed, and fo it was not much known; when he was to preach, 
it feli out that his courſe came upon a Tueſday, whenthe King did lie 
at Finching brook ; the Court was very thin, and the Prince and Duke of 
Buckingham were both abroad, and the King himſelf was for anhunting 
Matchthat day, and gave orderthat the Sermon ſhould begin at eight 
of theclock. Maſter Preſfon had ſome at the Court that were ſollici- 
tous as wellas he, and they told him it would give very great content, 
if he would take ſome occalion in the Sermon, to ſhew his judgmenr, 


as he had done before about Set-Formes , Doctor Towne Deane of WWin- 
cbeſter, (of whom we ſpake before) did then attend, and when the 
King came in,and fate down in the chair, he told him who it was that 
preached, and ſaid, he hoped he would give content; I pray God he 


do, ſaid the King z The Sermon is in print, upon Job» x. 16. which 


he ſoclearly opened and applied, that the King fateall the while as 
quietas could be, and never ſtirred nor ſpake toany body, bur by his 
looks diſcovered he was pleaſed when all was done, he came unto 
him as the manner was to kifle his hand z and the King asked him of 
what Preſton he was deſcended, he anſwered of that in Lancaſhire : 
Thenſaid the King you have many of your name and kindred very emi- 
neat, and Preſton the Prieſt, although a Papiſt, is a very learned 
man, 

Great haſte was made to bring in dinner, and the King was very plea- 
ſant all the time, had his eye continually upon Maſter Preſto, and 
{pake of divers paſſages ia the Sermon with much content, eſpecially 
that of the Arminians putting God into the ſame extremity, that Dari- 
#5 was putin, Day. 6, When be would have ſaved Darrel, but: conld 
not, but as ſoonas ever he was retired, the Marqueſſe Hamilton kneeled 


| down, and beſought him, thathe might commend the Preacher to him 


for his Chaplain,proteſted he did not ſomuch as know him, butthat he 
was moved by the weight and ſtrength of that he had delivered, 
told him, he ſpake no pen and ink-horn language, bur as one that com= 
prehended whar he ſaid, and that he could not but have ſubſtance and 
matter in him ? the King acknowledged all, bur ſaid it was too early, 
remembred New-zarket buſineſle, and was reſerved. 
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Sir Ra/ph Freeman, one of the Maſtets of Requeſts, had married a} © _ 
Kin{woman of the Duke of Buckinghi#z5, and was a Kinſman unto Ma- 
ſter Preſton, he makes relation of the buſinefſe untorhe Duke, and told 
him if now he would appear in tayour of his Coulin Preffon, he might 
oblige the Puricans, and lay a ground-work for his own ſecurity, if 
\teinpeſts ould ariſe, aſſured him chat Miſter Preſton was ingenuons, 
'and mighr be made, thatthe King and all che Courr were taken wirh 
'the Sermon, and d1d approveit;z The Duke of Buck:neham was a wiſe 
'man, and appreheniive of what Sir Kal{pb ſuggeſted ſeaſonably, ſaw 
'thoſe they called Purirans were growing, and in the Parliament were 
rhought conſiderable, knew tha the Kings affe&ions might cool, and 
he might nced friends, and took Sir Re{phs diſcourſe into bis moſt ſe. 
rious thoughts z an honeſt man, one maſter Packer was then his Secre- 
tary, and he ſer on what Sir Ralph Freeman had ſuggeſted; and fo ir 
'came unto a reſolution, that Matter Preſfon ſhould be owned ; and the 
' Duke commanded Sir Ralph Freeman, to goto maſter preſtop from him, 
and acquaint him with his good opinion of him,and defirc to ſee him, 
and indeed there was ſuch a concurrence, and concentting of opinions 
and defires among the Courtiers, that it was aſſured maſter Preſton 
| he might be Chaplain unto whom he would, and that was now the de- 
liberation, which of theſe offers he ſhould accept, and whom he would 
acknowledge his Patron and ProteCQor for thetime to come, There 
was not ſe few Clergy men at Court atany time, and fo no kind of 
oppoſition, yet the King himſelf hung back, and would do nothiug ha- 
ſtily ; he was not reconcileable unto the Puritans, and ſo defired not 
inthatreſpe& for to ingage him ; but he defired'to deprive them of 
alter Preſton, and to divide him from them, and would do any thing 
that mighr drive that on ; and conſidering how many he had wonne, 
that Maſter Preſton was a young man and might be drawn on, he would 
| not hinder nor oppoſe, ſoit wasthe joint opinion of all his friends, that 
| the beſt preferment was to bethe Princes Chaplain, who then was 
{grown and hadanhouſhold; This therefore was tepreſented unto Sir 
Ralph Freeman, and his opinion required, who quickly yeilded and 
propoſed it unto the Duke, both Prince and Duke had been abroad, 
and neither of them heard the Sermon z when therefore maſter Preſton 
was brought unto the Duke, he very ſeriouſly received him, told him 
it was the Prince his unhappinefſe and his to be abſent when he did

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admitred Chaplain tothe Prince in Ordinary z for as then the Prince 
had not compleated the number he intended, which wasfix, who were 
accordingly to wait two moneths by the year, and preach unto the 
houſhold upon the Lords days, and perform ſuch duties as were required 
ofthem. | SR 

But God was making other work for Maſter Preſton, for Doctor 
Tolſon, Biſhop of Salbury dies, and leaves a wite and many children 
unprovided for, for he had been Biſhop but a little while ; This wife 
of his was Do@or Daverarts lifter; in pity therefore and commiſera- 


| tion of her caſe, ir was propoſed ro the King by thoſe that were his 


friends, that Do&or Davenazn, a lingle man,and well-delerving, might 


ſucceed his brother in the Biſhoprick, and ſo make ſome proyifion for 


his children; The Xing thought very well of Do@tor Davenart, not 
only for his ſingular abilities and labours in the Univerſity, but for his 
pains alſo, and ſervice inthe Synod of Dore againſt Arminius; and it 
was looked onas adeed of charity, and ſo beleeved he would carry ir, 
and be the man, 

But this created Maſter Preſtone cares; Door Davenant had been 
his conſtant and faithful friend, and given countenance upon all occa- 
fionsto him and all his pupils: bur now who ſhould ſucceed? and 
where ſhould Maſter Preſto find another ſhelter « The Fellows for 
the moſt part were not his friends, envied his numbers, and oreat rela- 
tions,and there was no man like ſo to befriend him : beſides, the Mar- 
2aret-Profeſſors place would be void alſo by this remove, and ma- 
ny able ſtirring Batchelors in Divinity , propoſed unto him that 
place, and aſſured him the EleQion would be eafily carried for 
him. | 

Thetruth is, he had no great hope to do any great good in the EleQion 
of the Maſter ofthe Colledge, and one DoQor Ma#ſe/ being named, 
a very moderate good-natured man, he let thar care fall, and was more 
anxious about the Profeſſors place, for though ſound doarine in the U- 
niverſity was of much uſe, yet Engliſh preaching was like to work more, 
and win more ſouls to God. | 

He always highly valued, and frequently conſulted with maſter 
Dod, and heperſwaded Engliſh preaching, as that wherein God was 
more immediately ſerved, and ſaid, there were others that might ſup- 
ply the Univerſity intheProfeſlors place, that either could not or would 
not labour mens Converſion; And indeed the Maſter of S:dzcy-Col- 
ledge DoQor Ward, a vaſt ſcholler, was then in view and nomination 
forthe Profeſſors place, yet maſter Preſfon was ſo (ollicited by honeſt 
men, that he knew not whatto do: two things he thought he wanted 
toecnable him ; The one was a Latine tongue, the other a Latine ſtyle; 
in both which by reaſon of deſuetude he was unrcady ; for his ſtyle 
therefore, herefolves upon an exact and logical Analyſis of all the F- 
piſtles which would atuateand exerciſe his ſtyle, and acquaint him 
with the Scripture-phraſe and language; and if he were called to be 


Profcſſour, might ſerve for Lectures in the Scuools, which work he

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immediately applied himſclf unto, . and very happily compleated a} Ry 
work of grear painsunto him, and init felt of great worth, butbeing 
Latin, and written only with his own jill hand, was not thoughe popu- 
lar enough to come abroad, burlieth jnthe dark. 5;

and many colours ſought to clouder ir and hide it from the world, but 
from thar time Door Preſ#o doubted of the Saint-ſhip of the
